Herein you will find an accounting of the financial condi- 
tion of the Town of Gorham for the fiscal year ending January 
OU, 196). 


This year we have an unappropriated surplus of $110,143.64 
and we are including in the budget a transfer of $45,350.00 of 
the above amount to the several accounts as shown in Article 8. 
This will, of course, decrease the tax rate by $2.25 per thou- 
sand of valuation. It will, however, decrease the surplus to 


$64,793.64. 


The surplus funds together with the current receipts are 
needed to finance the Town’s expenses from the close of the 
books in January until after the annual Town meeting. This ex- 
penditure each year over the above period amounts to about 


$80,000.00. 


It is my recommendation that this procedure be followed as 
it will allow the surplus account to accumulate during this 
current year. 


It is always a great satisfaction to a manager to have citizens 
call at the town office to talk over problems, projects and affairs 
“pertinent to the municipality. 


Again allow me to express my appreciation to all concerned 
for their cooperation throughout the year.

Of the above mentioned fires, there were six classified as gen- 
eral alarm fires. 


Defective wiring and overloaded circuits seem to be the lead- 
ing causes of building fires. If you have trouble with blown 
fuses, don’t put in a heavy fuse, have the circuit checked out by 
a licensed electrician. ‘The fuse box is your measure of safety, do 
not overload it. 


The woods’ fires were very few and small in character this 
past year. We like to think this was accomplished by people being 
more fire conscious and having controlled burning. The cause 
of these outside fires can only be laid to extreme carelessness. 


We now have a drill program under our own drill master 
which is in operation once a month for each company of the 
whole department. We have a program each year whereby we 
replace old and worn out equipment with new and modern 
equipment. There were seven water holes dug out this last year, 
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six were in the White Rock area and the other at the town dump 
off South Street. 


Since the Police Department was reorganized, we are getting 
a lot of unnecessary calls over the fire phone for the Police 
Department. The Police Department number is listed in your 
telephone directory under Town of Gorham. The number is 
839-3380 and if no answer call 774-1444. Please do not call on 
the fire phone. 


In closing, the department and myself wish to thank the 
people of the Town of Gorham for their support and coopera- 
tion this past year.

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POLICE PROTECTION 


Cortland W. Tice, Jr., Chief of Police 


Report of the Chief of Police 


Law Enforcement, by the very nature of its responsibilties, 
has greatly been overlooked. In our democratic society, the role 
of law enforcement grows in importance and complexity. 


The average law enforcement officer today is already saddled 
with greater responsibilities than he can fully comprehend and 
capably discharge. Enforcement duties require more split- 
second judgments, calling for greater knowledge and under- 
standing. Communities are demanding more of their law en- 
forcement agencies, and the police task and responsibility to 
preserve law and order become heavier with our rapidly chang- 
ing mode of life. 


With this the taxpayers are having to dig a little deeper each 
year to meet the rising cost of crime in our nation. In the past 
9 years, Crime has increased five times faster than our popu- 
lation growth. It is not surprising, therefore, that crime costs 
are becoming a big issue in every community. 


I say to all in this town, let us take the offensive; let us take 
the positive approach by investing more of this cost in the im- 
provement of your local police department and supporting it, 
thereby seeking dividends in crime reduction. 


The Town of Gorham covers 54 square miles, and within 
this area there are approximately 115 road miles to be 
patrolled. From the town lines at North Gorham on the Middle 
Jam Road to the Mitchell Hill Road in South Gorham is a dis- 
tance of 17 miles. 


For the coming year of 1965-66 there is anticipated approxi- 
mately 2,000 students in our local schools, and 1,000 or more 
students at Gorham State Teachers College. Even though the 
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campus employs one campus policeman, our police department 
works in conjunction with the college. 


Today with newer and better automobiles, super highways 
and first class roads, our community 1s subject to environment 
from other places, who go through our community or stop over. 
These problems, and the fact that Gorham is growing in 
population, result in the need for more manpower. 


The year of 1964 had several changes in the police depart- 
ment. Presently there is a full time Police Chief with five 
regular part-time men. These men have done an outstanding 
job in checking doors, routine patrolling, investigating acci- 
dents, and handling complaints. 


I hereby submit my report from September 1, 1964 to Febru- 
ary 1, 1965.

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CIVIL DEFENSE AND PUBLIC SAFETY 


Annual Report 1964 


Your Civil Defense Organization has made significant prog- 
ress in recent years despite personnel changes. Your present Di- 
rector, the third for the year, was appointed in September and 
has been active in assessing progress prior to his appointment. 
Conferences with the Town Manager and with County Civil 
Defense officials have been helpful in becoming familiar with 
the duties and responsibilities of the job. Continuing members 
of the Civil Defense Committee and heads of other Town De- 
partments have been very cooperative. 


The Civil Defense program is dependent wholly upon the 
volunteer services of public spirited individuals. Its activities, 
largely inspired by the atomic bomb and other lesser disasters 
which might occur, must be engaged in training of many kinds. 
Fortunately no serious situations have developed but the lack 
of real opportunities to exercise training tends to blunt en- 
thusiasum of volunteer workers. We have in Gorham a large 
group of people whose interest has been maintained despite the 
absence of real threats to public safety. 


During the past few years significant progress has been made 
in the establishment and conduct of preparedness for protection 
against unusual events. Some of the Civil Defense efforts have 
been in support of existing Public Safety programs of the Town > 
while others have been concerned with entirely new threats. 
‘The following are some of the achievements of prior years: 


1. The establishment, equipment and manning of an Emer- 
gency Operations Center to serve as a training, communica- 
tions and headquarters center. This is located in the Central 
Fire Station in Gorham village. At this center radio and tele- 
phone communication is maintained in the community, with 
County Civil Defense headquarters and surrounding towns. 


2. The maintenance of a communication system by radio 
and telephone to receive and relay warning of threats to public 
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safety. This is manned by volunteers on a weekly basis and on 
a twenty-four hour basis by cooperation of our central fire 
alarm system. 


3. The equipment and maintenance of a radiation detection 
and reporting service. This is achieved by volunteers. 


4. A Rescue Truck has been assigned to Gorham by the 
County Civil Defense Organization. This truck is equipped for 
limited rescue work not fully provided by existing Town facili- 
ties. In the near future we expect to have a larger and better 


equipped truck assigned to Gorham by the County. 


5. A mobile electric generator has been procured through 
the County Civil Defense Organization. Both the generator and 
the Rescue Truck have been assigned to the Fire Department, 
and are housed in the Central Fire Station in Gorham village. 


6. First Aid Station and Fallout Shelter equipment and sup- 
lies have been placed in the custody of the State Teachers 
College. 


7. The recruitment of volunteer wardens and provisions for 
suitable protective clothing for the same. This warden system 
proved of direct assistance to the Police Department in con- 
trolling over enthusiasum of young folks on Halloween. 


g. A siren warning system has been installed at State Teach- 
ers College. This serves the college and the village and is blown 
once a week to assure proper functioning. 


These and many others are the achievements of previous Di- 
rectors. The Committee will endeavor to further the excellent 
progress already made. Projects under immediate consideration 
are: 


1. The extension of two-way radio communication system 
to include the Town Office. 


2. Exploration of ways and means to provide an Emergency 
Operations Center that will satisfy State and Federal minimum 
standards. Our present center does not meet these standards 
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and is inadequate for our needs. Failure to meet standards pre- 
vents the Town from participating in some kinds of financial 
assistance otherwise available. 


3. Full exploration of the sources of and requirements for 
participation in Federal and State financial assistance for the 
Civil Defense Program. 


4, Close cooperation with existing Town Departments in- 
cluding Fire, Police, Health and Education to further coordina- 
tion of efforts in the interest of Public Safety. 


9. Extension of the warning system to supplement the siren 
at State Teachers College to reach all centers of population. 


Your Civil Defense Committee feels that the loyal support 
of the many volunteers and the accomplishment of their activi- 
ties merit the continued support of Town Officials. The budget 
submitted herewith is necessary to carry forward the proposed 
activities of the Committee for the coming year.

Gorham Public Health Nursing Services 
1964 


Gorham Public Health Nursing Services are available to all 
residents of the Town. Professional nursing services in the 
home are carried out under the direction of the family phy- 
sician. 


The activities of the Public Health Nurse are many and 
varied. They are aimed at improving health knowledge and 
practices, making known the many health resources of the area, 
assisting physicians in well baby clinics, and medical testing 
programs. Coordination and supervision of the school health 
programs, and home visiting for indivdual counseling. 


Child Health Conferences are held the first Friday of each 
month at the Methodist Church for all well pre-school children. 
Full immunization and physical examination by a physician are 
~ offered. This clinic is sponsored by the Gorham Health Council. 


Town Immunization Clinics are held each spring. Smallpox 
vaccination is offered to all residents of the town. Diphtheria, 
tetanus, and smallpox are offered to all school children. 


The School Health program includes: 


Maico Audiometer hearing tests for grades 1,3,5,7, and 
teacher referrals. 


Eye Survey by the Gorham Health Council Eye Committee 
using the Massachusetts Eye Vision Testing machine to find 
those children who are in need of professional care. Grades 
92, 4, 6, 8, 10, and teacher referrals. 


The Dental program is sponsored by the Gorham Health 
Council Dental Committee in conjunction with Westbrook 


Junior College’s school of Dental Hygiene. Grades 2 and 4. 
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Physical examination by the school physician for the Special 
Education Class and those referred by the nurse. 


Tuberculin skin testing program, sponsored by the State, 
was carried out in Junior Primary, 7th and 11th grades. 


Regular monthly visits by the Public Health Nurse to all 
schools have been scheduled this year. 


The Public Health Nurse wishes to thank all of the people 
who have helped in carrying out the public health program in 
Gorham during the past year.

Public Health Officer’s Report for 1964 


Thirty-one of the thirty-three health problems investigated 
this year were in regards to inadequate and usually offensive 
sewage disposal facilities. Therefore, it seems obvious that ade- 
quate methods of disposing of wastes is still the most pressing 
health problem. Until a central collection system is constructed, 
at least in the more thickly populated areas, there is but one 
thing to do and that is for each and every property owner to 
put his system in the best order possible and keep it in good 
condition. If a property owner suspects he has trouble, I urge 
him to take care of it before his neighbors are disturbed and 
call the Health Department. 


A total of 142 infectious diseases were reported in 1964, sub- 
divided as follows: Chicken Pox 49, German Measles 39, 
Measles 35, Mumps 11, Impetigo 4, Strep Pharyngitis 2, In- 
fectious Hepatitis 2. It is again suspected that this is only a 
fraction of the total number of actual cases. As these figures go 
to the State for analysis and research in the public health pro- 
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gram, please report all cases of infectious diseases to either your 
public health officer or your family physician, who will report 
them. 


The response to the immunization clinics continues to be 
very good. Each year brings us closer to the desirable goal of 
complete immunization for the entire school population. Al- 
though, we have not reached that perfect ideal, we compare 
favorably with other Maine communities, thanks to the ener- 
getic and helpful efforts of our town nurse, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Getty, R.N., and the Gorham Health Council.

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LIBRARIES 


Baxter Memorial Library 


There have been few new developments in the work of the 
library this year. During the summer the children’s room was 
repainted and redecorated. This gave a more cheerful appear- 
ance to the room for the children. We have bought for the 
children 125 new books this year. About half of these books 
have been purchased by funds from the Old Library Associa-. 
tion. 


We have registrations from numbers of people moving into 
our town and seeking the advantages of a library. However, our 
circulation does not show this, as we are losing circulation from 
high school students. We depend quite largely on the Junior 
High. 


The high school is enlarging its own library, bringing it up 
to state standards. The new high school is quite a distance from 
the library whereas the Junior High is our next-door neighbor. 


The library, as usual, is open every afternoon except Thurs- 
day from 2 to 5. It is open Thursday forenoon from 9 to 12 
and Wednesday evening from 7 to 9. 


A slot has been made in the front door and books may be re- 
turned through that slot, if books are brought back when the 
library is not open. 


This year we have added 493 books to our collection; 223 
are non-fiction and 270 fiction. We have received, as usual, a 
number of books as gifts. Some of the donors have been Mr. 
Ernest Wiggin, Miss Lena Libby, in memory of her mother, 
friends of Marion Larrabee (donated in place of flowers at 
time of her decease), Dr. Love, Dr. Ridlon, Evelyn Adams, Mrs. 
Cornelia Files, Mrs. Clara Whitman, Mary Jackson, Mr. 
Gunter, Mrs. Priscilla Rines and other smaller donations. 
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We take 30 magazines, 6 of which are for children. We also 
have several magazines donated regularly by some of the 
patrons of the library. 


Registrations this year have been 991 from the town and 21 
from the college.

To the Citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


The zoning and subdivision ordinances have now been in 
effect for two years and seem to be working very well. As the 
Board is responsible to recommend from time to time such 
changes as appear advisable we have made recommendations 
for certain changes which will be presented at the Town Meet- 
ing. These changes relate to the ordinances covering trailors, 
subdivisions, street acceptances, and preliminary surfacing of 
Streets. 


For purposes of the coming general census we have made a 
division of the Town, by Little River, with the additional re- 
quest that the College and the immediate surrounding area 
be kept separate as well. It is hoped that the information thus 
supplied to us will be of great benefit in our preparation of 
the so called Master Plan for Gorham. 


This Master Plan continues to be of great concern to us in 
judging the future patterns of growth and development for the 
Town. 


A member of local developers have appeared at our meetings 
from time to time, presenting plot plans of sections they hoped, 
eventually to develop.

The Planning Board recommends that an additional exit 
from the High School be considered and it is the recommenda- 
tion of the Board that this street start at the end of Morrill 
Avenue and continue in a westerly direction to Narragansett 
Street.

Annual Report of Superintending School Committee 


Your school committee is happy to report that we feel our 
school department has completed a most successful year. 


It has been our purpose to economize where possible but at 
the same time maintain the quality of education and the 
services you the taxpayers desire. 


A big step toward improving our salary scale, in order to 
keep us comparable with the surrounding areas and thereby 
attract new teachers and keep our present ones, was initiated 
last September. We are now on our second year of implementa- 
tion which accounts for a sizeable increase in the cost of in- 
struction in our budget. 


The Agricultural Course at the high school was dropped 
from the curriculum this year. We could no longer justify its 
continuance. In order to provide for these boys the Indus- 
trial Arts Course has been expanded. 


We are deeply concerned with the forty percent of the stu- 
dents that do not go on to college. We feel we have an equal 
responsibility toward this group as well as the sixty percent 
who do continue their education. Therefore, it is our intent to - 
place equal emphasis on all phases of the curriculum. 


Because of ever increasing enrollment Gorham will soon be 
faced with a building program. We urge you to support the 
article in the warrant to establish a permanent school build- 
ing committee, so that when the time comes we will be ready. 


In 1957 the town purchased five (5) school buses. We now 
own and operate nine (9) buses. It is the feeling of the com- 
mittee that we should undertake a replacement program. In 
the interest of safety and dependability we are recommending 
the replacement of two (2) of the original five buses this

year. A special article for this purpose has been placed in the 
warrant for your consideration. 


In reading many of our old Town Reports it is interesting 
to note that the problems of an adequate supply of qualified 
teachers, teachers’ salaries, transportation, and ever increasing 
school enrollments are not new within the last few years. 
School committees for many, many years back have faced the 
same challenges. So it seems that future committees will be 
charged with the same responsibilities of providing a good 
school system for the lowest possible cost to the taxpayers. 


Cost of the towns are bound to increase as long as the State 
of Maine does not contribute as large a share to these costs 
as in the rest. of the country. 


The committee wishes to thank the taxpayers, teachers and 
administrative staff for their part in making this a successful 
year. We are confident this support will continue so that we 
may provide the quality of education we want to attain for 
our boys and girls.

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Superintendent’s Report 


I hereby submit my annual report of the schools of Gorham, 
covering the year February, 1964 to February, 1965. 


Education 


Whom, then, do I call educated? 


First, those who manage well the circumstances which they 
encounter day by day; and those who possess a judgment which 
is accurate in meeting occasions as they arise and rarely misses 
the expedient course of action. 


Next, those who are honorable in their dealings with all men, 
bearing easily what is unpleasant or offensive in others, and 
being as reasonable to their associates as it is humanly possible. 


Furthermore, those who hold their pleasures always under 
control, and are not unduly overcome by their misfortunes, 
bearing up under them bravely and in a manner worthy of our 
common nature. 


Most important of all, those who are not spoiled by their 
successes, who do not desert their true selves, but hold their 
ground steadfastly as wise and soberminded men, rejoicing no 
more in the good things that have come to them through chance 
than in those which through their own nature and intelligence: 
are theirs since birth. 


Those who have a character which is in accord, not with one 
of these things, but with all of them. These are educated-

In a short report, it is impossible to cover the many facets of 
public school education. I urge you to read the reports of the 
Director of Elementary Education and the Principal of Gor- 
ham High School. These reports will give you a closer look at 
what is transpiring in the schools. 
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Of grave concern to Superintendents and the Superintending 
School Committees in Maine, and particularly in southern 
Maine, is the rapidly rising property tax. Of interest to some 
citizens are the following facts: 


ie 


Based on the 1960 census, Gorham will have approxi- 
mately 1/3 of its population in school. 


Per pupil costs of secondary education are 70% higher 
than the elementary program. 


During the past five years, total state enrollment in- 
creased at the rate of 3% a year. In Gorham it was ap- 
proximately 6%. 


In this same period, it is estimated that inflation has 
required a 4% annual increase just to keep expenditures 
at the same level. 


School costs are doubling every seven years, bringing 
-severe pressure on the narrow property tax base of local 


- communities. 


Public school education costs the state less than its an- 
nual income from cigarette, liquor and public utilities 
taxes. 


Out of $1,000 earned, the average United States citizen 
pays $38 for public school education. The Maine citizen 
pays $29 of every $1,000 earned. 


Fourteen states do less for public education than does 


the state government. 


Economists say that home owners should pay for their 
homes in taxes in approximately 70 years; in Maine it is 
approximately every 40 years. 


One conclusion is that: 


Some of the burden must be taken off the property tax. 
One way to accomplish this is through the passage of a bill 
that will be before the state legislature, called the Uniform 
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Tax Effort Bill. This bill, if passed, with a recommended mill- 
age effort of 20 mills, would alleviate some of the burden of 
the property tax at the local level by providing more funds, - 
in the form of subsidy, to operate schools. 


To adopt this program of increasing the state’s share in the 
costs of supplying public school education will require an ad- 
ditional appropriation at the state level and a lesser appro- 
priation at the local level. As citizens, we have the choice of 
raising the same amount of money from a broad based state 
tax. It would seem that the average taxpayer would find it - 
less difficult, if the money came from a broader based source. 


The Uniform Tax Effort Bill, if passed with the recom- 
mended formula, would provide Gorham with an increase in 
state subsidy. The Uniform Tax Effort Bill will not reduce the 
costs of education but should shift the tax burden on property 
to a much broader base. 


Permanent School Building Committee 


Gorham, like Scarborough, Cape Elizabeth and Falmouth, 
is rapidly growing community. An article in this year’s ‘Town 
Warrant will ask the Town to establish a permanent school 
building committee. This committee would be empowered (1) 
to make a continuing survey of school building needs; (2) to_ 
make specific recommendations to the Town; (3) to engage 
professional services for which funds have been appropriated; 
(4) to enter into contracts for construction of projects for 
which funds have been appropriated; (5) to purchase equip- 
ment and furnishings for school projects for which funds have 
been appropriated; (6) to supervise the construction of such 
projects, and to be in charge of all matters pertaining thereto. 


This committee will fulfill a primary roll in planning and 
provide a continuity of planning which has been neglected in 
the past. I strongly urge you to give this article your careful 
consideration and support. 
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Teacher Shortage 


The problem of finding enough teachers is the most serious 
problem facing American schools and colleges. A combination 
of rapidly increasing enrollments in public schools and a short- 
age of faculty and physical plant of the colleges and univers- 
ities makes the problem very acute. Regardless of all else— 
physical plant, educational tools, all teaching techniques at 
our command our schools will be good only because of good 
teaching. And teaching means people. 


It’s easy to multiply materials and machines. To find quali- 
fied men and women for our classrooms becomes more difficult 
each year. The challenge facing us today is this simple—and 
this tough. How are we going to meet it? 


In closing, I would like to thank the Superintending School 
Committee for their loyalty and dedication to a difficult task, 
to the administrators and teachers for constantly striving to 
improve Gorham schools, and finally to citizens, without whom 
fine schools would be impossible.

It is with great pleasure that I submit the Principal’s report 
of Gorham High School. 


The school year 1964-1965 opened in September with an en- 
rollment of 538 students in grades 9 through 12. This was an 
increase of 32 students over the previous year. During the 
school year 1965-1966, there will be an expected enrollment of 
575 students.

The class of 1965 is pleased to have as their commencement 
speaker this year Dr. Robert M. York of Gorham State 
Teachers College. 
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The extra-curricular activities in the school have been 
numerous and very successful.

Gorham High School 
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Report of the Director of Elementary Education 


For the last two years and particularly this past year, the 
Elementary Schools have been very closely scrutinized by the 
Superintendent, the Principals and myself. During this period 
many changes have been made, such as the new position of 
Director of Elementary Education, and the addition of a 
Physical Education Supervisor for the upper Elementary grades. 
We have put into effect a Modern Mathematics Program 
(Grades JP-8), a new Science series in Grades 4, 5 and 6, ad- 
ditional materials for horizontal enrichment of our Reading 
Program, new Readiness materials for the Junior Primary, and 
a new and up-to-date Testing Program. Ungraded Reading 
has been started at the Millett School and plans are underway 
to ungrade Arithmetic at this school. At the Village School 
they are preparing for Team Teaching. With all of these 
changes, together with a tremendous amount of additional 
work and preparation, the teachers have cooperated exception- 
ally well with the administration. 


The cooperation among the schools for a more coordinated 
program has been a pleasure to witness. 


Although there have been several changes in our teaching 
staff, our program continues to grow and reach for the goal 
of excellence for all children. 


Our individual class size enrollments are generally fair. Of 
~ course, there are exceptions to this. Some are high and some are 
low, but this will always happen as long as schools are main- 
tained. To even up class sizes would necessitate moving in- 
dividual students around from school to school each year. This 
would cause many problems, both to the children and to the 
families involved. The average pupil-teacher ratio is fair 
(29-1); however, every effort should be made to establish and 
maintain a ratio of 25-1. 


Explanation of the New Programs in Gorham: 


1. In the fall of 1963 we started a Study Group at the Millett 
School and one at the White Rock School in the Phonetic 
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Keys to Reading Program. This program made very good 
progress during the 1963-64 school year. In the fall of 


1964 we continued the first-grade program and carried — 


the original groups into the second-grade Phonetic Keys 
Program. We are satisfied with the results; therefore, we 
will extend the program one more grade during the 1965- 
66 school year. Also, we will start another first-grade group 
at the Little Falls School. The entire program will be care- 
fully evaluated at the end of the 1965-66 school year. 


In the fall of 1964 we added another series to our read- - 


ing enrichment text through grade three. This will be con- 
tinued through grade six in the 1965-66 school year. 


The Science Program has been studied and a new series 
purchased for Grades 4, 5 and 6. At this time we feel a 
new textbook for Grades 1, 2 and 3 is not necessary in 
Science. In the future we will add sets of reference books 
at the Primary level to enrich the Science curriculum. 


In September, 1964 a new English Program was purchased 
for the four classrooms using the Phonetic Keys Program. 
This has been carefully studied and observed. We are now 
requesting that this program be purchased for all Grades 
1 and 2 in Gorham. 


New Handwriting manuals were purchased for all teachers 


this year. Reference material for this particular subject — 


is very necessary. We remained with the same program 
used in Gorham for several years, but with renewed em- 
phasis. Filmstrips were purchased to aid in the teaching 
of handwriting. 


. The Junior Primary is making use of a new Reading 


Readiness Program this year. Although the basic program 
is new, we are continuing to use part of the previous 
program. | 


A new Math Program was selected by a Teacher Com- 
mittee and purchased for the fall of 1964. This series 
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covers grades Junior Primary through eight. We have had 
discussion groups and workshops. A Math consultant will 
arrive in January to make classroom visits and teach 
demonstration lessons at’ the Primary level. We are pleased 
with this program, as well as with the teachers who are 
devoting a great deal of time to careful teaching. 


Our Testing Program has been revised, and is under way. 
We now test Mental Ability in Grades 1, 3 and 5, and 
Achievement in Grades.2, 3, 4, 5 and-6. Special Testing 
(Reading and IQ) is done on request. We continue to use 
the Basic Reading Tests to accompany our Basic Reading 
Program and find the results a great help. 


During the summer: of 1964 the Team Leader (Mrs. 
Sawyer), the Principal of Village School (Mr. Doyle), and 
the Director of Elementary Education attended a three- 
week Workshop on Team Teaching at the University of 
Maine in Orono. The Workshop was of great value and 
plans were started for our project. The members of the 
Team have made several visits to other Team-Teaching 
Programs for observations and have taken part in “Plan- 
ning-Sessions”. The ‘Team members will attend a two-week 
work period at the University of Maine this summer 
(1965) and spend one week before the opening of school 
getting ready to start this project in the fall of 1965, It 
will require a careful testing program and special atten- 
tion to the minute details in planning the curriculum. One- 
half of the children in Grades 5 and 6 will be assigned to 
the Team-Teaching Project at the Village School. The 
children for the project will be a selection at random. 


The Ungraded Reading at the Millett School became a 
“new project” all over again this year with six new 
teachers in the building. The Principal and the Director 
spent several weeks before the opening of school in Sep- 
tember 1964 preparing the groups. In October it became 
necessary to shift a few children to different groups but 


there have been very few changes since that time. The 
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teachers operate the program with the Director serving as 
a consultant. Meetings are held only when change in pro- 
cedure is necessary. We feel the program will need several 
more years of operation before the major problems are 
overcome. It is far from perfect but shows great promise. 
It has given us the courage to ungrade Arithmetic (on 
paper) for further development of the ungraded program. 
At the present time it would be incorrect to refer to the 
Millett School as an Ungraded School. We are taking our 
first steps in that direction, but it will take us a long time — 
to learn how to walk and we hope never to run in this 
program. It requires careful attention and supervision. 


11. Although I am only indirectly concerned with the new 
Physical Education Program, I would like to comment 
that this program is off to a fine start with an excellent 
teacher. 


12. The growth of the Elementary School Libraries shows a 
marked upward trend. We hope it will continue. It is 1m- 
possible to estimate the value of a good Elementary School 
Library. The American Library Association recommenda- 
tions are very high, but a good School Library will come 
very close to these recommendations. 


We are very optimistic about the changes in our program 
and over a period of time there should be a definite gain in - 
the achievement levels. Improvement in Reading will help to 
bring up the levels of practically all other areas taught in the 
schools, as it is the very backbone of all academic subjects. Our 
main consideration now and in the future will be to continue 
the strengthening of the curriculum and the staff. 


In regard to available materials and supplies, we are in ex- 
cellent standing. 


The citizens of Gorham should be proud of their school 
system and should strive to support it and keep it a good 
system. 
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In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
Superintendent, all Members of the Administration, the Office 
Staff, the Principals and the Teachers for their cooperation and 
help. It is a real privilege to work in Gorham with such superior 
school personnel. I am also deeply appreciative of the solid 
support which the School Committee and the Town give our 
schools and school personnel. There is a definite atmosphere 
in Gorham that Education is important. This makes working 
to bring the best in education to the Gorham child a rewarding 
and enjoyable experience.

An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Town of Gorham for the fiscal year ended January 31, 1965. 
The audit consisted of an examination of the records main- 
tained under the supervision of the Town Manager and munici- 


pal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed amounted to $69,295.00, per the 
following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $74,896.48 
Overdrafts 5,601.48 
Net Unexpended Balance $69,295.00 


Revenue derived from excise taxes and the overlay were the 
major factors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. The 
larger overdrafts occurred in the welfare and abatement ac- 
counts. 


De Hs Me RS es 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 
cial statements and to the scope of audit. 


Assets 


The general cash of $76,743.02, payroll cash of $4,812.87, and 
bond coupon cash of $18.75 were on deposit in the Canal Na- 
tional Bank, Portland, Maine at January 31, 1965. 


Accounts receivable totaled $1,327.58 and consisted of reim- 
bursable welfare expenditures due from the State and other 
municipalities. 
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Taxes receivable totaling $62,914.82 consisted for the most 
part of current year accounts of $61,248.37. The remaining 
balance of $1,666.45 was for prior years’ accounts dating 


from 1961. Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$15,155.28 and $410.66 respectively. 


Liabilities, Reserves and Surplus 


Accounts payable amounted to $1,461.85 and represented 
principally unpaid current year accounts. 


The appropriation accounts showed an unexpended balance 
of $42,812.41, representing various operating account balances 
which are carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance 
with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


The payroll reserve of $4,812.87 was for withholding taxes 
and social security deductions for the month of January, 1965. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $110,143.64, an in- 
crease of $9,545.79 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed, 
less voter authorized transfers for various current purposes. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a separate 
fund, reflects the outstanding school construction and fire equip- 
- ment notes of $45,000.00 and school construction bonds amount- 
ing to $714,000.00. These obligations mature during the ensuing 
fourteen years with interest at varying rates. 


Trust Funds 


The trust fund principals amounted to $97,167.89 and unex- 
pended income of $23,277.22. These funds are invested in U. S. 
Treasury Bonds, bank deposits, bank stock and share savings. 


Departmental Accounts 


The departmental operating accounts showed an increase of 
$66,185.38 in funds raised by taxation as compared with the 
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preceding year. Larger appropriations for protection and educa- 
tion were the major factors contributing to the increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year increased $14,243.39, as compared with balances at the start 
of the year. This change occurred principally in the education 
account. 


General 


The transfers from unappropriated surplus for various cur- 
rent operations and to reduce the 1964 tax levy were authorized 
by the townspeople at the annual town meeting. 


Scope of Audit 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depository. Verifications were utilized, on a 
test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined for a selected period. Excise tax 
collections were checked with copies of receipts retained by the 
collector. Appropriations for departmental operations were de- 
termined by checking the records of the town clerk. 


Reserve fund transactions were reviewed and investments 
verified. ‘The minutes of the annual town meeting were checked. 
Surety bond coverage was examined.

And, to notify and warn said voters to meet at the Gorham 
High School gymnasium, in said Town, on Saturday, the thir- 
teenth day of March, A. D., 1965 at 1:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon, then and there to act on Articles 3 through 42; all of said 
Articles being set out below, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said Meeting. 


Art. 2. To elect all necessary Town Officers by secret ballot. 
The polls for voting on Article 2 will be open at 7 o’clock in 


- the forenoon and will close at 7 o'clock in the afternoon. 


Art. 3. To see if the Town will vote to fix a date when taxes 
shall be due and payable. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Tax

Art. 27. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to enter into a contract with the Portland Water District 
to install a fire hydrant on Route 237 near the homes of Percy 
Meggison and Ronald Merriman near Central Maine Power 
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Company’s pole No. 11 and vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Seventy-five Dollars ($75.00) for same. (By Petition) 


The Budget Committee recommends $75.00. 


Art. 28. To see if the Town will vote to establish a perma- 
nent School Building Committee to be organized as follows: 


SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Section 1. Membership: There shall be a permanent School 
Building Committee of seven members to be appointed by the 
Selectmen and Superintending School Committee at their first 
meeting following the Annual Town Meeting. Of the seven 
members, one member shall be chosen by the Selectmen from 
that body, and one shall be chosen by the Superintending School 
Committee from that body, for terms of one year to end at the 
adjournment of the next Annual Town Meeting. The remaining 
five members shall be appointed by the Selectmen and Super- 
intending School Committee, acting jointly, for terms of three 
years, except that in 1965 one member shall be appointed to 
serve for one year, two members shall be appointed to serve for 
two years and two members shall be appointed to serve for three 
years. ‘he terms of all members shall run to the adjournment 
of the Annual Town Meeting of the year in which they are 
scheduled to end. 


Section 2. Vacancies: When a vacancy occurs, the Chairman 
of the School Building Committee shall notify the Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen and the Chairman of the Superintending 
School Committee, who will arrange for a successor to be ap- 
pointed to complete the terms of the absent member. 


Section 3. Duties: The School Building Committee shall make 
a continuing survey of school building needs of the Town and 
shall make specific recommendations to the Town of ways and 
means of meeting school building needs at each Annual Town 
Meeting. When new construction is necessary, it shall recom- 
mend the location and type of buildings to be constructed. 
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Section 4. Powers: When funds have been appropriated by 
the Town for the purpose, the School Building Committee may: 


A. Engage professional services; 


B. Take options for the purchase of real estate for school pur- 
poses; 

C. Enter into contracts in the name of the Town for the con- 
struction of school buildings and appurtenant erounds, 
yards, parking lots, playgrounds, athletic fields and sewer- 
age disposal facilities; 


D. Purchase equipment and furnishings for school projects; 


E. Supervise construction of such projects and be in charge 
of all matters pertaining thereto. 


The Budget Committee recommends acceptance. 


Art. 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Eight Hundred Dollars ($800.00) for the use 
of the School Building Committee. 


The Budget Committee recommends $800.00. 


_ Art. 30. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to appoint a committee to revise the 1959 Traffic Ordi- 
nance or take any action relative thereto. 


- The Budget Committee so recommends. 


Art. 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of Two Hundred Ninety-eight Dollars ($298.00) to 
purchase an insulated four-drawer safe for use by the Town 
Clerk. 


The Budget Committee recommends $298.00. 


Art. 32. To see if the Town will vote to purchase the Wayne 
Sweeper on a monthly rental purchase plan. The monthly rental 
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expense to be taken from available Public Works funds or take 
any action relative thereto. 
The Budget Committee so recommends. 
Art. 33. To see what action the Town will vote to take in 


regard to changing the Town fiscal year to the calendar year or 
take any action relative thereto.

Art. 34. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se-

any action relative thereto.

Street Acceptance Ordinance for the Town of Gorham, Maine. 


STREET ACCEPTANCE ORDINANCE FOR TOWN OF 
GORHAM 


1965 


Section 1. A street or way dedicated or intended to be dedi- 
cated for public travel shall be submitted for acceptance by the 
Town of Gorham as a public street or way in the following 
manner: 


A. Petition. A petition, signed by a majority of the abutting 
land owners, for the laying out of the street or way, shall be 
submitted to the Municipal Officers. The Petition shall be ac- 
companied by a sketch plan and profile, drawn to scale, showing 
(1) the location and ownership of all lots abutting the street or 
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way, (2) topography and drainage; and (3) existing and pro- 
posed utilities. The plan and profile shall be referred to the 
Planning Board, which shall report thereon to the Municipal 
Officers. The Municipal Officers may deny the petition where, 
in their opinion, the laying out or acceptance of the street or 
way will endanger the safety of general welfare of the inhabi- 
tants because of excessive grades, dangerous curves or intersec- 
tions or for any other reason, and they shall set forth in writing 
the reasons for their denial. 


If the Municipal Officers approve the petition, they shall give 
written notice thereof to the Petitioners and indicate their in- 
tention to lay out said street or way and present it to the Town 
for accepance at such time as the Requirements of Subsection B 
have been met to their satisfaction. In said letter of intent, the 
Municipal Officers may specify a time limit fulfillment of said 
requirements by the Petitioners. ' 


B: Requirements 


1. Plan. The final plan shall be drawn to a scale of 40 feet 
to one inch, if practicable, and shall be on one or more sheets 
of paper not exceeding 24 x 33 inches in size. It shall show the 
location and ownership of all lots abutting the street or way; 
topography and natural drainage courses with contours at in- 
tervals not greater than 6 feet; buildings, monuments, and utili- 
ties; and all angles and measurements necessary for the plotting 
of the street and the lot line upon the ground. The profile shall 
be drawn,to a longitudinal scale of 40 feet to one inch and a 
vertical scale of 4 feet to one inch, and it shall show the profile 
of the side lines and center lines of the street and of the proposed 
grade thereof. 


2. Deed. Whenever practicable, the Municipal Officers shall 
require that the owners give the Town a deed to the property 
within the limits of the street. 


3. Minimum Width. The street or way shall have a minimum 
width of 50 feet. The Municipal Officers, however, may permit 
a variance from this requirement for streets dedicated prior to 
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the enactment of this ordinance where, in their opinion, this re- 
quirement is impracticable. 


4. Utilities. The Town may require the installation of such 
water mains, hydrants and other utilities as it deems to be 
needed in the public interest, and, to the extent authorized by 
law, may apportion or assess the costs of such installation among 
the landowners benefitting from them. 


5. Storm Drainage. An adequate storm drainage system, in- 
cluding open ditches, shall be provided for the collection and 
removal of all surface water that will drain onto the street for 
which petition is made, or from that street onto an existing pub- 
lic way. Pipes below the road bed shall be embedded in gravel 
and shall be placed at sufficient depth to avoid dangerous pres- 
sure of impact. In no case shall the top of the pipe be less than 
one foot below the road bed. 


6. Monuments. At street corners and at such intermediate 
points as shall be required by the Municipal Officers, granite 
monuments, at least 4 inches in width and 4 feet or more in 
length shall be set into the ground below the frost line. All other 
lot corners shall be marked with a one-inch or larger galvanized 
iron pipe set permanently in the ground. 


7. Streets. Streets shall be cleared of stumps, roots, brush, 
and all trees not intended for preservation. Clay, silt, running 
sand, and organic material shall be removed from the full width — 
of the street (gutter to gutter) to a depth of at least 18 inches 
(or, if necessary in the judgment of the Road Commissioner, 24 
inches) below the surface of the proposed street, 12 inches below 
entering driveways, and 8 inches below sidewalks. Water mains 
and sewers (if required) shall be laid and the subgrade shaped. 
The roadbed shall then be brought to a finish grade in well com- 
pacted lifts of not more than 6 inches. Material shall consist of 
crushed stone or gravel approved by the Road Commissioner. 
If binding material in the gravel is insufficient to ensure satis- 
factory binding, the contractor shall furnish sufficient additional 
binder of a quality approved by the Road Commissioner. The 
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compacted thickness of the roadbed shall be not less than 18 


inches, nor shall that of the sidewalk bed be less than 8 inches. 


a. Sealer. Upon inspection and approval of the roadbed by 
the Road Commissioner, the surface shall be sealed to a uni- 
form width as specified by the Selectmen. The first application 
shall consist of .6 gallons of medium curing bitumen per 
square yard. If suitably sanded, it may be applied in two coats. 
The second application shall consist of .4 gallons of rapid- 
curing bitumen per square yard. Other sealing material may 
be used if deemed acceptable by the Road Commissioner and 
the Selectmen. The Road Commissioner or an assistant shall 
be present during all such applications. 


b. Curbs. The Selectmen may require the laying of granite 
or moulded bituminous curbs on any street, or any part there- 
of, within a subdivision. One half of the cost of such curbs 
shall be borne by the Town. 


8 Sidewalks. The Municipal Officers shall determine whether 
or not sidewalks shall be required, and if so, where they shall 
be located. Sidewalks shall be not less than 3% feet in width and 

shall, where practicable, be separated from the edge of the street 
pavement by a distance of 5 feet or more. 


Section 2. Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 1, the 
Municipal Officers may, at any time, lay out any street or way 
‘in the Town as a public street or way and may decommend that 
it be accepted by the Town in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 29 and 31 of Chapter 96 of the Revised Statutes. 


The Budget Committee recommends acceptance of the 
Street Acceptance Ordinance. 


Art. 36. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following 
amendment to the Subdivision Ordinance for the Town of 
Gorham: 


H. Sealer. Upon inspection and approval of the roadbed 
by the Road Commissioner, the surface shall be sealed to a 
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uniform width as specified by the Selectmen. The first applica- 
tion shall consist of .6 gallons of medium curing Bitumen per 
square yard. If suitably sanded, it may be applied in two _ 
coats. ‘The second application shall consist of .4 gallons of 
rapid-curing Bitumen per square yard. Other sealing material 
may be used if deemed acceptable by the Road Commissioner 
and the Selectmen. The Road Commissioner or an assistant 
shall be present during all such applications. 


I. Curbs. The Selectmen may require the laying of granite 
or moulded bituminous curbs on any street, or any part there- — 
of, within a subdivision. One half of the cost of such curbs 
shall be borne by the Town. 


The Budget Committee recommends acceptance of the 
Amendment to the Subdivision Ordinance. 


Art. 37. To see if the Town will vote to accept and place on 
file in the Clerk’s Office the report of the Planning Board recom- 
mending adoption of the Amendment to the Zoning Ordinance 
under Article 38 below. 


Art. 38. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following 


Amendment to the Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Section 10, F to remain the same through three (3), delete | 


four (4) entirely and add the following amendment: 


4. A trailer to be used as a contractor’s field office only 
may be parked on or near the construction site while 


construction is in progress. 


9. A trailer which is moved from the lot on which it has 
been located may be occupied as a dwelling within the 


Town only if it is located within a trailer park. 


6. No trailer may otherwise be occupied within the Town 


of Gorham unless it is located within a trailer park. 
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Art. 39. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) for the Area 
Development Council of the Greater Portland Chamber of Com- 
merce, this amount to be used to promote industrial develop- 
ment of the Town and the Greater Portland area. 


The Budget Committee recommends acceptance of this 
article and expresses the hope that Gorham can be kept 
better informed of the Council’s objective. 


Art. 40. To see if the Town will vote to exchange with Flo- 
rence P. Stokes of Gorham, Maine, all its right, title and interest 
in the original location of the northerly portion of the Old Os- 
borne Road, so-called, as more specifically described in copy of 
Quit-Claim deed on file with the Selectmen, the original of 
which to be exhibited at this meeting, for Warranty Deed of 
Florence P. Stokes to a triangular parcel of land situated at the 
junction of said original location of the northerly portion of said 
Old Osborne Road with the Flaggy Meadow Road as more 
specifically described in Warranty Deed, a copy of which is on 
file with the Selectmen, the original of which to be exhibited at 


this meeting and further to see whether said Town will authorize 


the Municipal Officers thereof to execute and deliver said first 
mentioned deed to Florence P. Stokes. 


Art. 41. To see if the Town will vote to exchange with Flo- 
rence P. Stokes of Gorham, Maine, all of its right, title and in- 
terest in the location of the northerly portion of the new Os- 
borne Road, so-called, as described in the record of the taking 
of the same at the annual Town Meeting in 1885, said location 
being more fully described as follows: 


Beginning at a point on the southerly side of the Flaggy Mea- 
dow Road seven hundred (700) feet from the junction of the 
Old Osborne Road with the Flaggy Meadow Road, said point 
being near the house formerly of one Devine; thence 8 44° 30’ W 
five hundred ninety (590) feet to the top of a hill; thence S 30° 
W two hundred (200) feet to the easterly line of the Osborne 
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Road beginning and ending said location in the center line. 
Said premises being three (3) rods in width throughout its 
length; 


In return for her Warranty Deed running to the Inhabitants 
of said Town for highway purposes all her right, title and inter- 
est in said road location as the same is presently wrought and 
used, to wit; 


Beginning at a point on the southerly side of the Flaggy Mea- 
dow Road, said being located three hundred fourteen and 6/10 
(314.6) feet S 85° 30’ W from the northwesterly corner of the 
land formerly of Henry and Edith Coots; thence S 46° 49’ W a 
distance of three hundred ninety and 06/100 (390.06) feet toa 
point; thence S 42° 30’ W a distance of three hundred twenty- 
one and 6/10 (321.6) feet to the easterly side line of the existing 
side line of Osborne Road; 


And further to see whether said Town will authorize the 
Municipal Officers thereof to execute and deliver said first 
mentioned deed to Florence P. Stokes. 


Art. 42. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said Meeting.

Our fire calls have increased considerably this past year over 
the previous year. Of the above mentioned fires, six of them 
were Classified as general alarms. 


Defective chimneys, overloaded electrical circuits, and faulty 
heaters seem to be the leading causes of building fires this past 
year. Do not put off having these items checked regularly. 


Grass, woods and debris fires can only be classified as care- 
lessness. We have found many woods fires have been started 
by small boys playing with matches. These fires can be con- 
trolled by a little forethought and proper education of children. 


The State of Maine at the last legislation passed new laws 
regulating different types of burning for which permits have 
been printed and given to the Fire Chiefs, Town Warden and 
Forest Rangers to see if we can eliminate some of this wasteful 
burning. 


The following is from Section 2436A—Burning of debris: 


For the purposes of this section “debris” shall be defined 
as any manufactured product, household rubbish, hay or

other vegetative accumulations or materials not included 
in Title 12, section 1551. No person, firm or corporation 
shall burn debris out of doors other than when the ground 
is covered with snow, except between the hours of 5 p.m. 
and 12 midnight. This section shall not apply to burning 
in incinerators approved by a municipal fire chief, town 
forest fire warden or forest ranger; burning at municipally 
maintained dumps, burning in municipalities wherein ordi- 
nances control the time and manner of such burning; nor 
to special burning jobs where a written permit is provided 
by the municipal fire chief, town forest fire warden or 
forest ranger. Whoever violates this section shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $10 nor more than 


$50. 


Section 1653—Partial payment of costs of suppressing 
forest fires: : 


Any person, firm or corporation who shall willfully or 
negligently cause a fire which burns forest, brush, grass or 
other lands or shall willfully fail to take reasonable action 
to control a fire on his own land shall be liable civilly up 
to a maximum of $500 of the suppression costs to the State 
or municipality which aids in suppressing the same. 


Any ranger, fire chief, warden or deputy warden will be 
pleased to explain these laws and issue incinerator approval 
forms and other permits pertaining to necessary burning. 

The department is continuing their program whereby each 
year old and worn out equipment is replaced with new and 
modern equipment. 


The new plectron alerting devices have proved very satis- 
factory, and we hope to continue this program. We are now 
licensed by the Federal Communication System whereby we 
can operate our two way radios on our own frequency as well 
as the county frequency. 


We have received very good cooperation from our town 
police department and have a few of our men appointed as 
special fire police. 
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In closing, the department and myself wish to express our. 
appreciation for your support and cooperation this past year.

Report of the Chief of Police 


Law enforcement has always been a handy scapegoat for 
those who resent law and order and those who seek public 
sympathy on controversial issues. As a frontline representative of 
government, law enforcement often bears the brunt of criticism 
—Just or unjust—leveled at constituted authority. 


Admittedly, law enforcement has its shortcomings, as do all 
professions. Contrary to some viewpoints, however, it it not re- 
sponsible for all the grievances with which it is charged. Further- 
more, wholesale harassment of law enforcement is not an anti- 
dote for all the troublesome issues facing communities through- 
out the country. 


During the year 1965 two full time policemen were added to 
our force. Patrolman Turner joined the department in April 
and patrolman Colello in December. 


We have strived to give the citizens of Gorham the best pro- 
tection possible with the existing manpower. We are unable to 
provide full twenty-four hour coverage as yet because we do 
not have adequate personnel. Our hours of coverage generally - 
have been from 9:00 A.M. until approximately 2 or 3 in the 
morning, with the remaining hours being an “on call” basis for 
emergencies and accidents only. 


The department is now equipped with two police cruisers 
and we are equipped to handle almost any situation.

Annual Report 1965 


Your Civil Defense organization is in dire need of men and 
women volunteers to carry on this vital defense organization, 
in order to be prepared for any peace time calamity such as the 
1947 fires, or that ever present hazard of a thermonuclear war. 

Many of the valued workers, with over a period of nearly 
twenty years service, have resigned. Among the valid reasons, 
one stands out. Many believe it is time for younger citizens to 
take over in order to insure the valued organization of previous 
years. 


Although I am the fifth appointed director in two years, I 
believe the experience gained at staff level since 1948, plus 
appointment as a trained state radiological instructor since 
1956, combined with the valued advice and experience of the 
appointed staff members listed at the end of this report, will 
provide the background necessary to train younger volunteers 
to carry on in future years. 


But We Need The Volunteers 


Gorham C. D. has an enviable record of accomplishment 
over the years under the able direction of Dr. Charles Bouffard 
from 1948-60 and Harold Joy from 1960-64. 


The director’s report in your last year’s town report will en- 
lighten you on some of its accomplishments. 


The City of Worcester, Massachusetts in 1953 experienced 
the first New England tornado in over 100 years. Its Civil De- 
fense organization proved its efficiency to the surprised, but 
gratified, Worcester citizens. Recruitment in Civil Defense has 
since been no problem. 


Gorham is lacking a suitable emergency control center such 
as West Baldwin, Cape Elizabeth and Freeport have estab- 
lished and other towns are planning or constructing. 
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Several plans have been presented in past years for such a 
shelter being incorporated in new school building construction, 
as well as converting the basement of Robie Gym. The federal 
government will provide matching funds—yet no progress has 
been made. 


It is your director’s opinion that eventually our federal gov- 
ernment will demand that every town provide a sheltered 
emergency control center to federal specifications. 


Today we have a choice, with many advantages to control 
the cost and location. 


A federally sponsored home ‘shelter survey is scheduled for 
1966 in Cumberland County. Home owners will be advised as 
to where in their present home a shelter could be provided with 
a minimum expenditure. New home builders have an advantage 
by incorporating a shelter in their plans. 


It is an obligation of your director to offer assistance to you 
or your architect to assure proper attenuation of such a shelter. 


Gorham C. D. operates every Wednesday night (second 
floor of Fire Station) between 7 and 9 in a drill with sister 
towns and Cumberland Control Center in South Windham.

Gorham Public Health Nursing Service 
1965 


Gorham Public Health Nursing Services are available to all 
residents of the Town. Professional nursing services in the home 
are carried out under the direction of the family physician. 


The activities of the Public Health Nurse are many and 
varied. They are aimed at improving health knowledge and 
practices, making known the many health resources of the area, 
assisting physicians in clinics, and medical testing programs. 
Coordination and supervision of the school health programs, 
and home visiting for individual counseling. 


Child Health Conferences are held the first Friday of each 
month at the Methodist Church for all well pre-school children. 
Full immunization and physical examination by a physician 
are offered. This is sponsored by the Gorham Health Council. 


Town Immunization Clinics are held each spring. Smallpox 
vaccination is offered to all residents of the town. Diphtheria, 
tetanus, and smallpox are offered to all school children. 


The School Health Program: 


Eye Survey: A screening process, to find those children in 
need of professional eye care, conducted by the Gorham 
Health Council Eye Survey Committee. 


Hearing Testing: A screening process to find those children - 
having impaired hearing or may be in need of professional 
care and special aids. 


Dental Program: Sponsored by the Gorham Health Council 
Dental Committee to teach good dental health practices 
and assist in obtaining dental care. 


Tuberculin Skin Testing Program: A State-wide continuing 
program carried out in kindergarten, 7th and 11th grades. 
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Physical Examinations: Individual health examination by the 
school physician for selected groups. 


In July of 1966 MEDICARE for the aged becomes an active 
law and the demands that will be placed on the nursing services 
are unknown. The increase in town population and subsequent 
increase of the school population alone show the need for ex- 
pansion of the nursing services. 


The Public Health Nurse wishes to thank all of the people 
who helped in carrying out the public health program in Gor- 
ham during the past year.

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Gorham Planning Board 1966 


At the request of the 1965 Annual Town Meeting we have 
drafted the recommended changes in our trailer ordinance, and 
in addition have drawn a proposed Trailer Park Ordinance. 
After presenting the changes at a public hearing they will be 
offered for approval at the Town Meeting. 


In our continued efforts toward completion of the Master 
Plan for Gorham we are endeavoring to determine those roads 
that were originally accepted by the proprietors in 1765 as they 
may effect the future growth of the town. 


Future Gorham growth is also greatly affected by the results 
of the Portland Area Comprehensive: Transportation Survey 
(PACTS) where Gorham is represented by its membership in 
the Greater Portland Regional Planning Commission. In ad- 
dition, the GPRPC is becoming increasingly important to Gor- 
ham as they expand their planning activities and at the same 
time make available at low cost the best technical and general 
planning assistance to members. 


We continue to receive plot plans from local developers of 
sections on which they hope to build. These developers are most 
cooperative in their efforts to comply with our suggestions and 
in the requirements of the ordinances. 


‘In January 1966 we held with the Windham Planning Board 
the first joint. meeting ever held by two neighboring community 
planning boards. We are endeavoring to create a recreational 
facility along the Presumpscot River and the Dundee Pond 
| area. Windham will proceed with their own plan at present 
) and offer their cooperation when our arrangements on a re- 
gional approach are more complete. 


We have discussed at some length the proposed recreational 
area behind the Legion Hall in Little Falls and it is not felt 
that this would be adversely affected by the proposed regional 


area along the Presumpscot River. 
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We are aware of the need for recreational facilities in Gor- 
ham and are making every effort to consider all reasonable — 
proposals.

The Gorham Development Council, authorized by citizens 
at last year’s town meeting, was appointed by selectmen and 
| has incorporated as recommended by the Maine Department 
of Economic Development, a step that would be necessary to 
help finance a new industry. 


The non-profit group has asked the Cumberland County 
Soil & Water Conservation District to make a soil survey to 
determine whether the soil is best suited for industry, recrea- 
tional or other purposes; begun planning a brochure to out- 
line the town’s assets; and suggested a display of local manufac- 
turers and businesses which the Gorham Savings Bank has 
carried out. 


“Contact has been made with more than six industries with 
negative results. However, the council will continue to work 
toward bringing new industry and business to town, aid exist- 
ing ones, and to encourage and support recreational and cul- 
tural activities. 


The corporation elected the following officers: Emery W. 
Stevens, president; Dr. Kenneth T. H. Brooks, vice president; 
George L. Watson, treasurer; and Wayne I. Worcester, secre- 
tary.

Annual Report of Superintending School Committee 


It has been very evident to the school committee that the 
citizens of the Town of Gorham are more and more concerned 
each year over the education of their children. If this were 
not true, we would not have received the cooperation that we 
have had during the past year. 


We have heard such comments as “the school budget of the 
town takes over 70% of the town appropriation and it is too 
high.” Actually, in 1964, 84% off the town’s budget was spent 
on schools, if the cost of buildings and interest is considered— 
1965 figures would be similar. 


We ask, however, what in this town is more important than 
the education of our children. Is not 84% of our life’s effort 
for them? 


We agree the budget is high when we consider that in a large 
portion of the country the state pays a much larger part of 
the cost than does the State of Maine. 


We do not feel that many of those making statements of 
this sort are against education and we do not believe that there 
is a parent in this town that does not want his child to have a 
better education than he had. 


The jobs available to high school graduates are fewer and 
fewer each’ year. Where does this leave the drop-out? A stu- 
dent with an average rating finds it extremely difficult to get 
into college today. 


School records for the past few years show that 60% of the 
students graduating from Gorham High School are going on to 
further education. The state average is 43%. We feel the people 
of Gorham have come a long way in providing for their chil- 
dren. 


The past year has seen new developments in many of the 
school programs including English, elementary team teaching, 
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expanded industrial arts. Plans for future expansion in terminal 
educational courses, speech therapy and music are nearing | 
reality. ) 


The board met with the selectmen to elect members of the 
permanent school building committee. Properly operated this 
committee will plan needs of the future such that “crash” build- 
ing programs of the past can be avoided, and rather, building 
be on a planned basis according to projected enrollments. 


The government sponsored “Community Youth Project” has 
been started and is providing part-time work for certain stu- 
dents, and others under 21 years of age who are not in school. 


State legislation, promoted strongly by school boards and 
interested legislators, passed this year, will mean additional aid 
to the town in the coming year. New Federal aid is available 
and being taken advantage of wherever practical, especially 
where new programs are being put into the schools. 


Your school committee is constantly seeking ways in which it 
can raise the quality of education, keep more students in school, 
better prepare them to support their families and give them a 
moral code to live by which will enrich rather than further 
degrading the world situation. 


We wish to thank all who have cooperated with the board 
during the past year, especially those who have advised and 
those who have criticized where the criticism was constructive.

School Committee of Gorham. 
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Superintendent’s Report 


I hereby submit my annual report of the schools of Gorham, 
covering the year February, 1965, to January, 1966. 

The task of deciding what a good education should be, and 
what ought to be taught—to say nothing of how education 
should be financed—poses tremendous problems and endless 
debate. 


Yesterday’s education no longer suffices for today. The rate 
of technological change and the development of new informa- 
tion is so great that one scarcely knows what to make of it all. 

Next week’s scientific discovery can make last week’s text- 
book obsolete. Future vocational demands are unpredictable; 
some vocational schools have found themselves in a position of 
developing a new program only to have a new machine come 
along and eliminate the need. | 


Federal Aid 


The Elementary Secondary Education Act of 1965 was signed 
into law by President Johnson on April 11th. Title I of this 
act allocotes money to towns and cities. The amount of money 
allocated is determined by a formula involving the number of 
children from low income families. The purpose of the bill 1s 
to expand and improve elementary and secondary school pro- 
grams for educationally deprived children in low income fami- 
lies. An educationally deprived child is one whose achievement 
is below that normally expected of children of their age and 
erade. This‘ bill does not provide general aid to education. 
Money must be used to supplement present’ programs, not 
supplant. The school department is making every effort to pro- 
pose projects that will benefit the educationally deprived child. 


State Subsidy 


Last year, in my annual report, I discussed briefly the Uni- 
form Effort Bill that was then being considered by the legisla- 
ture. As many of you know; this bill passed, and as a result, 


Gorham’s subsidy increased by approximately $85,000. The 
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state’s subsidy to Gorham, under the Uniform Effort Bill, will 
be $305,130 for support of schools. This subsidy, combined with 
the college contract, has a decided effect on our annual appro- 
priation. 


Fiscal Year 


This year the town will close its books on January 15th, or 
two weeks earlier than usual. This means that the school de- 
partment will have a substantial balance because of the early 
closing. This early closing is the first step in having the town’s 
fiscal year coincide with the calendar year. | 


As a result of implementing this change, the school depart- 
ment will be budgeting on a 114% month basis, obviously re- 
ducing the overall budget. 


However, the next year, 1967, we will again budget for a full 
12 months. 


Cornish 


For the past two years Gorham has been taking Cornish 
students on a year to year basis. This year the Superintending 
School Committee voted to start phasing out the Cornish stu- 
dents due to our increasing resident school population. The 
arrangements with Cornish have been most harmonious and 
mutually beneficial. Gorham High School was designed for 500 
pupils with a 10% overload. Our current enrollment is 541 
with a projected enrollment next year of approximately 565. 
Scheduling becomes an immediate problem, along with many 
more problems, once you have more pupils than space. The © 
Gorham School Building Committee, authorized at last year’s 
town meeting, is meeting regularly to determine school housing 
needs. 


For a look at curriculum changes at the elementary level I 
urge you to read the director of elementary education’s reports. 


The difference between a good educational system and a 
superior one is usually a matter of money. There is a direct 
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correlation between per pupil costs and quality. One often 
hears the question, “how much can the town afford?” I think 
the answer to this question must come from how much value 
the individual places on education. Over the years, the people 
in Gorham have been “education conscious” and have supported 
the schools. 


Schools take a large part of the tax dollar, but in the final 
analysis, is there a better investment? 


Some of the things that would improve education in Gor- 
ham, but not necessarily in order of importance, are: 


1. Lower pupil-teacher ratios (this might eliminate the need 
for remedial reading teachers). 


Art instructor. 

Full-time physical education at elementary level. 
Junior high foreign language instructor. 

Junior high home economics program. 

Junior high industrial arts program. 


Elementary and junior high librarians.

Expanded facilities and program for mentally handi- 
cappped children. : 


This is a partial list and all require more money and most 
would require more space. 


In closing, I would like to take this opportunity to thank 
all who have in any way helped to make the schools better. I 
would like to thank the teachers for their efforts to improve 
their teaching techniques and their willingness to try new 
approaches to teaching. A final thanks to the school committee 
for their dedication to a very important and thankless task.

Foreign Exchange Student 
Last spring, the students of Gorham High School and inter- 
ested townspeople raised approximately $600.00 for the support 
of the American Field Service Program. 


Next fall, we hope to have our fifth Foreign Exchange Stu- 
dent attend Gorham High School. Plans are now being made 
by the local American Field Service Committee. 


This summer we hope to send one of our own students to a 
foreign country under this program. In the summer of 1964, 
we were privileged to send a student to Finland. 
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We are fortunate this year to have with us an American Field 
Service Student, Guy Feaux de la Croix, from Bonn, Germany. 


Guy has been an outstanding student. He is thought of very 
highly by his teachers and classmates. 


Accreditation 


This fall Mr. Chester E. Willette, Supervisor of Secondary 
Education for the State Department of Education, visited our 
school to review the progress that Gorham High School has 
made towards re-accreditation. 


He informed us that all the requirements for re-accreditation 
have been met, with the exception of those which acquire some 
major building change. An example of this would be a larger 
library to meet increased enrollments. 


The state department has extended our current accreditation 
for a one-year period to allow the building committee to com- 
plete its plans, and for the community to start action on meet- 
ing its building needs. 


He states, at the end of the one-year period, if the community 
has begun a program that will ultimately meet the building 
expansion needs as outlined in the accreditation report, then 
we will be in a position to re-accredit Gorham High School for 
a five-year period. 


Miscellaneous 


American Education Week was observed by holding an open 
house at Gorham High School, on the evening of November 9, 
with approximately 250 people in attendance. Dr. David Fink, © 
Dean of the University of Maine in Portland, was the guest 
speaker. Music was furnished by the Gorham High School 
Music Department. 


The Class of 1966 is pleased to have as their commencement 
speaker this year Mr. Walter Schoenberger, Associate Professor 
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of History, University of Maine, Orono. He is also director 
of Dirigo Boys State. 


The extra-curricular activities in the school have been 
numerous and very successful. A list of some of these activities 
is as follows: Debating, Dramatics, Band, Vocal Music, Student 
Council, National Honor Society, Future Teachers of America, 
Key Club, “Schola”, “Ramster”, Future Homemakers of 
America, Medical Career Club, Cross-Country, Boys’ and Girls’ 
Basketball, Baseball, Soccer, Track, Bowling, Majorettes, Cheer- 
leaders, and “‘Lionettes”’. 


Again the student body is to be commended for their fine 
scholastic achievements, their good behavior, and their appro- 
priate dress. 


In conclusion, I would like to thank the superintending school 
committee, the superintendent of schools, the- faculty, the stu- 
dents, the school secretaries, the custodians, the cafeteria staff,

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Report of the Director of Elementary Education 


The opening of the elementary schools of Gorham for the 
1965-1966 school year has seen the continuation of our newer 
programs and the beginning of other innovations. 


At the Millett School we have continued reading and added 
arithmetic to our ungraded approach to the curriculum. Both 
programs are in full operation with few problems. Additional 
teaching personnel would make this a most outstanding pro- 
gram, however space is unavailable. 


The Village School has organized an ungraded reading pro- 
gram and the team teaching project has started. 


As a result of aid received under the Elementary-Secondary 
Education Act, a “Class of 20” has been established at the 
Little Falls School. This class will have an ungraded curriculum 
to meet the needs of the twenty children, from grades 4, 5 and 
6, assigned. The children will receive special help in all sub- 
jects to encourage progress according to ability, but with no 
pressure to complete a certain amount of study in a certain 
amount of time. A great deal of individual instruction will be 
possible. 


A special reading teacher has become an important part of 
our program. This is another of our ESEA projects. The teacher 
visits the Village School, White Rock School and Little Falls 
School to meet with children having problems in reading. She 
is able to work with small groups and present a very concen- 
trated program designed to supplement and enrich the regular 
reading program. | 


Speech Therapy, also an ESEA project, is new to our sys- — 
tem. The speech therapist visits Shaw School, Village School, — 
Millett School, Little Falls School and White Rock School. She 
works in Gorham two days per week. 


We are presently studying the results of a survey made to 
determine the need for a summer school in Gorham. This ESEA 
project would offer to children, entering grades 2-8 in Septem- 
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ber, English, reading, writing, spelling and arithmetic. We hope 
to provide main-road bus service to the children attending. 


At the Shaw School a remedial math teacher has been added 
to work with children experiencing difficulty at various points 
in their math program. This ESEA project will allow much 
more individual help in math. 


As we look at the curriculum and the teaching staff of the 
Gorham Elementary Schools, we can be proud. Our teachers 
are constantly at work coordinating and studying the programs 
offered. We encourage your continued understanding and sup- 
port of the schools and encourage you to visit. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the Super- 
intendent, the Superintending School Committee, the teachers 
and the citizens of Gorham.

An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Town of Gorham for the year ended January 15, 1966. The 
audit consisted of an examination of the records maintained 
under the supervision of the Town Manager and municipal of- 


| ficials. 


The year’s operations showed that the net unexpended de- 
partmental balance lapsed amounted to $72,008.35, per the fol- 
lowing summary: 3 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $ 84,995.04 
Overdrafts. 12,986.69 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 72,008.35 


The overlay and revenue derived from excise taxes were the 
major factors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. The 
larger overdrafts occurred in the abatement and welfare ac- 
counts.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 
cial statements and to the scope of audit. 


Assets... . The general cash balance of $94,716.30, payroll 
cash of $2,933.87, and bond coupon cash of $510.00 were on 
deposit in the Canal National Bank, Portland, Maine at January 
15, 1966. 


Accounts receivable totaled $980.85 and were for reimburs- 
able welfare expenditures due from the State and other munici- 
palities. 
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Taxes receivable totaling $59,516.99 consisted for the most 
part of current year accounts of $54,759.18. The remaining 
balance of $4,757.81 was for prior years’ accounts dating from 
1962. Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $5,- 
956.24 and $1,193.57 respectively. 


Liabilities, Reserves and Surplus . . . . Accounts payable 
amounted to $3,736.31 and represented principally unpaid cur- 
rent year accounts. 


The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended balance 
of $41,063.42 representing various operating account balances 
and overdrafts which are carried forward to the ensuing year in 
accordance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


The payroll reserve of $2,933.87 was for withholding taxes, 
social security and Blue Cross deductions for the fifteen days of 
January ,1966. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $115,685.76, an 
increase of $5,542.12 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed, 
less voter authorized transfers for various purposes. 


Debt Fund .... The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding school con- 
struction and fire equipment notes of $30,000.00 and school 
construction bonds amounting to $659,000.00. These obligations 
mature during the ensuing thirteen years with interest at vary- 
ing rates. 


Trust Funds .... The trust fund principals amounted to 
$97,237.09 and unexpended income of $26,615.56. ‘These funds 
are invested in U. S. Treasury Bonds, bank deposits, bank stock 
and share savings. 


Departmental Accounts .. . . The departmental operating ac- — 
counts showed an increase of $36,132.14 in funds raised by 
taxation as compared with the preceding year. A larger appro- 
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priation for education was the major factor contributing to the 
increase. 


The net departmental balances carried forward to the en- 
suing year decreased $1,748.99, as compared with balances at 
the start of the year. This change occurred principally in the 
highway, education and protection accounts. 


General . . . . The transfers from unappropriated surplus for 
various current operations and to reduce the 1965 tax levy were 
authorized by the townspeople at the annual town meeting. 


Scope of Audit 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recorded cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depository. Verifications were utilized, on a test 
basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets and lia- 
bilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined for a selected period. Excise tax 
collections were checked with copies of receipts retained by the 
collector. 


Trust fund transactions were reviewed and investments veri- 
fied. The minutes of the annual town meeting were checked. 
Surety bond coverage was examined.

West Gorham Auxiliary Department was called to assist in 
three building fires. 


Our fire calls decreased this past year over the previous 
year, especially in regard to woods fires. ‘There were only three 
such fires and were all caused by children’ having camp-fires 
which were not supervised or authorized. 


There were only two general alarm fires this past year. 


Car fires seem to dominate this year, and were caused by 
defective wiring. 


Grass fires greatly decreased this past year, and we like to 
think that people are getting more fire conscious and are having 
more regard for the fire laws of the State of Maine. 


Now is the time to be getting your incinerators in shape for 
the spring and summer season. All three town wardens have 
incinerator permits which can be had for the asking. All you 
have to do is fill out this permit stating that you are complying 
with the law which is on the back. If you will refer to your 
1965 town fire department report, you will find certain sec- 
tions regarding outdoor burning. If the parents would educate 
their children in fire prevention and use a lot of common sense, 
we would eliminate a great many of these outdoor fires. 


Nearly every fireman in the village department now has a 
plectron alerting device which has proved very satisfactory. We 
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are now extending these devices to the North Gorham, White 
Rock and West Gorham areas. 


Our two-way radios are now on both the county and town 
frequencies. 


This past year we have continued our program of replacing 
old and worn-out equipment with new and more modern 
equipment. 


We have had excellent cooperation from our Police Depart- 
ment and wish to express our appreciation for its support. 


We also wish to thank the Town Manager, Selectmen, and 
the people of the town for their cooperation and support.

Report of the Chief of Police

In spite of lack of response to appeals for additional volun- 
teer personnel to replace those who after years of service have 
resigned in recent years, through the faithfulness of appointed 
staff members, Gorham C D has progressed in 1966. 


The lack of a suitable Emergency Operating Center certainly 
tontributes to continued lack of progress and interest in GQ D 
during the last three years. 


During the last Nation-wide test exercise the lack of proper 
facilities and space in our present quarters was amply dem- 
onstrated. Plotting of Nudet Ground Zero hits, determining 
resulting fallout patterns, coordinating police, fire warden and 
shelter management sections, all vital activities were greatly 


At a cost of approximately $3500 with $1750 of such an 
expenditure met with matching federal funds, a proper C.D. 
E.O.C. could be provided in existing town property. The fire 
‘station is not suitable for consideration.

Professional nursing services in the home | 
are carried out under the direction of the family physician on 
a part-time basis. | 


The activities of the Public Health Nurse are many and ~ 
varied. They are aimed at improving health knowledge and | 
practices, making known the many health resources of the area, 
assisting physicians in clinics, and medical testing programs. | 
Coordination and supervision of the school health programs, — 
and home visiting for individual counseling. 


The Gorham Health Council sponsors the Child Health | 
Conference which is held the First Friday of each month at 
the Methodist Church for all well pre-school children. The 
following immunizations are available for a small fee: Whoop-— 
ing cough, Tetanus, Diphtheria, Oral Polio, Measles, and | 
Smallpox. st 


Town Immunization Clinics are held each spring. Smallpox |] 
vaccination is offered to all residents of the town. Diphtheria, | 
tetanus, and smallpox are offered to all school children. In } 
December 1966 a special Measles Vaccine clinic was held and | 
over three hundred children were vaccinated. |

Librarian’s Annual Report 


Circulation at Baxter Memorial Library has increased slightly 
during the past year. We have had several interesting displays 
of ceramics, photographs, sea life, sea shells and Campfire work. 
During National Children’s Book Week a splendid collection of 
Kate Douglas Wiggin memorabilia was furnished by ladies of 
the Dorcus Society of Buxton. Book exhibits were taken to the 
Lions, Kiwanis, Garden and Women’s Clubs.

In June, 1966, Miss Jeanne L. Kimball represented the Camp 
Fire Girls of Maine at Mrs. Lyndon B. Johnson’s National

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GORHAM PLANNING BOARD 


Work of the Gorham Planning Board during the past year 
was devoted to a number of problems: 


1. A trailer park ordinance, regulating the layout and main- 
tenance of trailer parks, was prepared by the board and en- 
acted by the Town after a public hearing. The Town also en- 
acted a revised section of the Zoning Ordinance which pro- 
hibited the establishment of additional trailers in Town except 
in organized trailer parks. 


2. A number of subdivision plans were submitted to the 
Planning Board for their approval. The Board was especially 
concerned to ensure that each plan should provide proper 
access to adjacent properties in anticipation of further develop- 
ment. 


3. Work on the general plan continued during the year. A 
draft in outline form is now under consideration. Some of the 
problems, such as sewerage, have no definite answer now, and 
the Board may be unable to give firm recommendations until 
more information is available or until the future course of 
events can be seen more clearly. It is important, however, that 
a general plan of development be worked out, so that roads, 
sewers, water mains, parks, schools and other municipal struc- 
tures may fit the needs of the Town and be built at least ex- 
pense when they are needed. 


In December we met with the Windham Planning Board and 
representatives of the Greater Portland Transportation Com- 
pany, and discussed the possibility of bus transportation to our - 
community. They have assured us that while they do not an- 
ticipate sufficient demand at present that they will work with 
the Town for the time when such a service can efficiently be 
made available. 
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VOTING DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


At the last Annual Town Meeting it was voted to authorize 
the Selectmen tS appoint a committee of not less than three 
and no more than five persons, one of whom shall be a member 
of the Board of Selectmen, and another who shall reside in the 
area to which the following resolution pertains, to study, recom- 
mend and take any action relative thereto: “To establish and 
operate a public polling place to serve the northern section of 
the Town, and be located in the Little Falls Area.” The com- 
mittee shall hold one or more Public Meetings and report its 
findings to the Selectmen no later than January 1, 1967. 


Information was gathered from towns now operating under 
the districting system. The>committee met several times and 
compiled information pertaining to voting districts. A Public 
Hearing was held on December 28, 1966 at. the Charles C. 
‘Shaw School, South Street, at which time interested citizens 
were present to express their views. 


Following the Public Hearing, the committee met and as a 
result of opinions formed, based on the hearing, voted that 
Gorham does not at the present time need voting districts. This 
finding was reported to the Board of Selectmen.

Annual Report of Superintending School Committee 


_ To the Citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


“I want my children to get a better education and have a 
better chance to make a more comfortable living than I had.” 


This is a common quote we are hearing more and more 
each day. It states very well the aims of the Superintending 
School Committee of Gorham. | 


We cannot possibly make all the changes we would like to 
make in any one year, because of many limitations. If we 
| attain all we hope for then our aims are not set high enough. 


| The past year has left us with several changes. The music 
| program has been expanded, and there are plans for immediate 
| further growth. Our band is progressing very well, and meet- 
| ing with much enthusiasm from students and parents alike. 
| — The I. A. Department has added the third part to the new 
| basic electricity and electronics course. — The physical educa- 
| tion and intramural program has received much praise from 
| all over town. 


‘The new vocational program at Westbrook High School is 
now in operation and we have the opportunity to send stu- 
dents interested in any of the offered courses to Westbrook to 
| participate. This can be an excellent opportunity for many 
students and ‘we hope more parents will look into this program. 
We are very fortunate to have this available to us. 


The School Committee and the Selectmen met with officials 
from Scarborough to study the feasibility of forming a SAD 
between the two towns. Neither party could see that there 
would be much advantage to either town, financially or edu- 
‘| cationally. 


The selectmen and road foreman were consulted concerning 
work needed on school property driveways and other paving. 
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They agreed to do much of the work at a considerable saving 
over contractor costs. 


The school population continues to grow at a higher rate 
than predicted. Education needs are more demanding of our 
time and money than ever before. We can foresee need for 
facility expansion in the immediate future. Through our 
School Planning and Building Committee, school administrators 
and other interested citizens, methods must be found to provide 
these facilities in the most practical and economical way. 


Appropriate legislation could be passed to enable Gorham to 
receive considerable school building funds. However, the sup- 
port and efforts of the citizens of the town are needed.

vised us during the past year and to ask for your continued |

| Thereby submit my annual report of the schools of Gorham, 
| covering the year January 15, 1966 to December 31, 1966. 
Enrollments 


The following graph depicts the growth pattern in school 
| population over the past ten years. 
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| During the past ten years the Town of Gorham has con- 
| structed four schools; Little Falls Elementary School in 1956, 
Gorham High School in 1959, White Rock School in 1962, 
Village Elementary School in 1963. 


Again, the School Building Committee must ask the Town 
for more housing to alleviate our crowded conditions. (See 
report of School Building Committee. ) 


We have a housing problem at all levels, but our immediate 
problem is at the high school and junior high school levels. 


In the fall of 1967, we will be utilizing the small library and 
the auditorium for classrooms at the Charles C. Shaw School 
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(junior high). Under such crowded conditions, further limita- 
tions of curriculum will be necessary. The pupils of grades — 
seven and eight have not had the opportunity to take industrial | 
arts, home economics or a foreign language; and our growing 
music program will now be seriously hampered when the audi- | 
torium becomes an emergency classroom. In most of the junior | 
high schools in this area, all of these subjects are part of the | 
basic curriculum. In Gorham we have been unable to offer 
them because of the lack of classroom space. 


At the High School for the school year 1967-1968, we will 
have enough space for the projected enrollment, but the fol- 
lowing year when the large eighth grade class (184 students) 
enters the High School, it will create a serious overcrowded 


condition. 


The School Committee has already gone on record that if no. | 
new construction is authorized before the fall of 1967, we will 
again be faced with double sessions in the fall of 1968. Double 
sessions are harmful to all concerned and only postpone the 
inevitable; but in the meantime, it is the boys and girls who 
are educationally penalized. 


Obviously, it costs more money to operate a growing town, 
just as it costs more money to provide for a growing family. 


Cornish Students 


Since 1960, Cornish secondary students have been attending _ | 
Gorham High School. Next fall, as a result of Cornish joining 
a school administrative district, the Cornish students will be | 
attending their new high school. We have enjoyed having the | 
Cornish boys and girls and wish them continual success. | 


State Contract 


The Superintending School Committee negotiated a new © 
contract with the State for the teacher-training program in the 
Gorham schools. Under the old contract, the State paid for | 
utilities and custodial services at the Millett School and also |

paid the salaries of seventeen teaching positions. The State 
billed the Town for 40% of the above expenditures. Under the 
new contract, the Town will bill the State for services offered 
to conduct the teacher-training program in the Gorham schools. 


In Retrospect 


The following is an excerpt of the Superintending School 
Committee Report to the Town of Gorham one hundred years 
ago. Most of it is still relevant. 


‘Parental Influence 


“We do not think parents are aware how much they 
can do for their pupils, while attending school, by giving 
the teacher their hearty support and co-operation. No 
teacher can make a school what it should be, if he has 
constantly reflected from his pupils, the disaffection of 
the parents, and their frequent criticisms. Let them unite 
their strength with the teachers, and there will be no_ 
failure. We do not say there is never a cause for complaint; 
but we do think the proper channel through which to 
express it, is the Committee. Let them know the failures, 
if there are any, and not your children. It sometimes 
happens that a school, when visited at the commence- 
ment, appears well, and the Committee have good grounds 
for ‘believing that it will be prosperous; but after it has 
been in operation a few weeks, by some unforeseen defect 
in its management, or want of ability in the teacher, it 
ceases to he profitable. Let the parents, through their 
agent, at once acquaint the Committee, that it may 
speedily receive their attention and correction. 


“While in our general remarks, the Committee are called 
to report what has been brought to your notice, from time 
to time, in previous reports, we feel that it is our duty to 
keep before the citizens of the town the essential, and we 
would say, the vital wants of your public schools. The edu- 
cation of your children, requisite to meet the opening 
duties of life, before them, must be more extensive and

complete than what was necessary, or even passable, in 
the days of our fathers. The spirit of the times is ‘progress.’ 
We see it in everything that meets our eyes, from the im- 
pliments and means for conducting our farming operations, 
to the more wonderful developments of the powers of 
steam and electricity. No country on the globe has so many 
and so valuable discoveries and inventions as ours. No 
people has had so rapid a growth in wealth and popula- 
tion. We are a wonder to ourselves, and we astonish the 
world by our ingenuity and activity. Strip us of one avenue 
to power and wealth, and ten others open before us. Let 
the demands of the times be what they may, our people are 
always adequate to them. 


“What, we ask, is the cause of this unparalleled growth 
in wealth and prosperity? You will with us well answer, 
‘the general diffusion of knowledge.’ Make the test where 
you will in the state, the community, or the man, the re- 
sult is the same,— ‘knowledge is power.’ We have said that 
education must be coextensive with the demands of the 
times. It must go in advance. It must open the way. It 
must be the Mother of progress. It was recently asked of 
a distinguished Englishman what he thought was the 
greatest means of putting down the rebellion. The prompt 
and emphatic answer was ‘the intelligence of your people!’ 
Why, sir, said he, ‘all your boys can read and write, and 
all do read the daily news, and all are fired with a love for 
their country. Your public schools are a wonder to me; 
they make the minds of your young men astonishing flex- 
ible. Take from an Englishman his wonted occupation, and 
he is ruined, but take it from a Yankee, and he will find 
another; take that, and he at once seizes another, and so 
on, —you cannot stop him. Your public schools astonish 
me; and, sir, they have prepared your people for putting 
down this rebellion, and they have saved your country.’ 
We all feel the truth of the above reply, and we feel proud 
that it is so. Now let us ask, are we alive to our duties 
in regard to their interest? Do we sufficiently feel that we 
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should freely give our influence, our money, and much of 
our time for their support and prosperity? The greatest 
investment we can make is in the minds of our children; 
and the most satisfactory reflection we can have, when 
they assume our duties in life, will be that we have given 
them, not large farms, and accumulated stocks and bonds, 
but a good example, an earnest and prayerful effort for 
the cultivation of their immortal minds.”

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Report of the Director of Elementary Education 


The opening of the elementary schools of Gorham for the 
966-1967 school year has seen the continuation of our newer 
brograms and the beginning of other innovations. 


At the Millett School we have contiNued reading and added 
brithmetic to.our ungraded approach to the curriculum. Both 
rograms are in full operation with few problems. The lack of 
nough space and teaching personnel hinders and curtails this 
program from becoming an outstanding innovation in our ele- 
entary school curriculum. 


| The Village School has organized its reading program with 
‘ithe ungraded approach in mind. This was done so that a higher 
jdegree of correlation could exist between the Millett School 
jprogram and the Village School program. In addition to the 
eraded reading, the Village School has continued its team 
‘teaching program in the fifth and sixth erades. 


As a result of aid received under the Elementary-Secondary 
‘\Education Act, the “Class of 20” has been able to continue for 
the second year at the Little Falls School. This class has an un- 
graded curriculum to meet the needs of the twenty youngsters, 
‘lfrom grades 4, 5, and 6, assigned. The children receive special 
help in all subjects to encourage progress according to ability, 
but with no pressure to complete a certain amount of study in 
la certain amount of time. This is becoming a good program in 
that a great deal of individual instruction can be given to these 
youngsters. 


The special reading teacher has become an important part of 
our program. This is another of our ESEA projects. This teacher 
visits the Village School, White Rock School, and Little Falls 
School to meet with children having problems in reading. She 


is able to work with small groups and presents a very concen- 

\trated program aimed at the youngsters’ reading needs. This 
teacher has a teacher aid to assist her with the non-teaching 
duties. 
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The Gorham School Department conducted a summer school 
program during the summer of 1966. This ESEA project was 
available to all Gorham youngsters from second grade through | 
eighth grade and concentrated on reading and arithmetic. The _ 
sessions were held at the Village School with main-road bus _ 
service provided to the children attending. This was a most suc- | 
cessful project. Seventy-six youngsters participated in the pro- — 
gram which ran for eight weeks. 


As the result of adding two more teachers to our music de- | 
partment it has been possible to provide more elementary school — 
youngsters with a music program. Now the youngsters in all 
the elementary schools are visited by the music teachers on a 
regular basis. This has been a wonderful addition to our over | 
all program. i 


The elementary school libraries continue to grow. Again we } 
are hindered by lack of adequate space and professional help | 
in this area. It is impossible to measure the value of a good | 
elementary school library. A school library is not a panacea for | 
all the problems facing those who develop curricula, but it has — 
the resources to provide many solutions if use of the library is | 
properly structured into the curriculum. If library skills are 
learned well and if the library's many potentials are realized, 
young people will have some of the basic wherewithal to meet | 
rapid changes in our culture. 


Competition in many things will be experienced in our: cul- | 
ture. All games are competitive—even those played in the lower 
grades in school. Every child should have the opportunity, under | 
controlled conditions, to experience competition in many dif-— 
ferent games of varying degrees of intensity. For children phy- | 
sical fitness means good health, optimum growth and develop- | 
ment, and the strength, energy, and endurance to do ordinary 
daily tasks with ease. Our physical education program in the | 
elementary schools has been somewhat curtailed this year be-. 
cause of the extra classes at the junior high school. The one q 
teacher of physical education for the elementary schools cannot : 
provide this program to all the youngsters in the elementary 
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schools. It is our hope that this part of our program can be 
strengthened by the addition of another teacher in this area 
of the curriculum. 


We in education are proud of the Gorham Schools and the 
citizens of Gorham for their support and interest in their schools. 
There is a sincere atmosphere in Gorham that Education is im- 
portant. This makes working to bring the best in Education to 
the Gorham youngsters a rewarding and enjoyable experience. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my sincerest appreciation to 
the School Committee for their many long hours of devotion to 
the Gorham Schools and its problems, to the Superintendent 
for his assistance, guidance and understanding, to the elemen- 
tary school principals and teachers for their devotion to duty 
and cooperation, and to the office staff for their assistance. It 
is a real privilege to work in Gorham with such superior per- 
sonnel. I am most appreciative of the support which the town 
and the school committee give our schools and its personnel.

Report of the School Building Committee 


In March, 1965, a permanent school building committee was 
established by the citizens of the town at their annual town 
meeting. This committee consists of seven members whose 
duties include ‘the continuing survey of school building needs 
and the formulation of specific recommendations to the town 
of ways to meet these needs. 


Five meetings were held in 1965, largely spent in preliminary 
examination of enrollments, acquainting the committee with 
present building status and discussion of how to study the situa- 
tion to cover as many points of view as possible. 


Last year’s annual report indicated that the school buildings 
were becoming crowded and that specific plans to expand the 
school facilities would probably be forthcoming at the March, 
1967 town meeting. 


The committee met regularly in 1966 and studied five dif- 
ferent plans to alleviate our classroom shortage; a shortage 
which is now pyesent at all levels of our school system. 


The committee has favored construction of a new high school 
or junior high school since this relieves the situation in all areas 
‘of the town and avoids the problems of “adding on” to all our 
schools. | 


The plan recommended ‘by the committee as being most suit- 
able for long range housing would be the construction of a new 
high school which is estimated to cost $1,800,000. This plan ex- 
ceeds the town’s borrowing capacity without the assistance of 
the Maine School Building Authority. 


The Committee investigated the possibility of forming a school 
district with Scarborough. This study indicated that there was 
no economic advantage in such a district. At present it is neces- 
sary for a town to have a minimum enrollment of 700 students 
in grades 9-12 to qualify for State Construction Aid. Gorham 
should reach this figure in four or five years. 


The Gorham school committee has already decided that with- 
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out additional classrooms, double sessions will begin in Septem- 
ber, 1968! | 


A bill has been introduced to the 103rd legislature to reduce 
the secondary enrollment requirements for State Construction 
Aid from 700 to 500. We heartily endorse this bill sponsored by 
Senator Vinal Good and urge our citizens to make themselves 
aware of the progress of this bill and to make their views known 
to their senators and representatives. 


Our plans depend upon the action of the legislature. If the 
enrollment minimum is reduced to 500 and Gorham becomes 
eligible for Construction Aid, the committee will present a plan 
for a new high school to the town voters. If Construction Aid 
does not develop, then the committee will present a plan for a 
new three-year junior high school and to change the present 
high school to a three-year high school. Either plan would cost 
Gorham taxpayers approximately $900,000.

421.59 and $894.02 respectively. 


Liabilities, Reserves and Surplus . . . .*Accounts payable of 
$18,746.64 represented principally unpaid current year charges. 


The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended balance

and overdrafts which are carried forward to the ensuing year in 
accordance with legal requirements and/or customary practice.

Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depository. Verifications were utilized, on a test 
basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets and liabili- 
ties. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined for a selected period. Excise tax 
collections were checked with copies of receipts retained by the 
collector. 


Reserve and trust fund transactions were reviewed and invest- 
ments verified. The minutes of the annual town meeting were 
checked.

‘‘Presumpscot,”’ it is said, is an Indian word meanin “River of many - 
’ ) 
shadows.” 


It required over 185 years of history to create the beautiful sheet of 
water you see today at Great Falls (North Gorham). In the year 1780, 
Zebulon Trickey and Nicholas Mains first developed the Mill privilege. 
This required only a very low dam as the Falls had a natural drop of 
about 12 feet. This dam was not high enough to overflow the natural 
banks of the river. : 


About 1850, John Lindsey of Wells, Maine, came to North Gorham, 
made improvements, and eventually raised the water level to the top of 
the tow-path of the Cumberland-Oxford Canal. This dam flooded back to. 
the foot of the Harding Falls where Jefferson Mabry developed power for 
his sawmill at Middle Jam. Middle Jam derives its name from the fact 
that logs would jam at an island in the middle of the river at this point. — 

The water remained at this level until 1900, when the Sebago Power 
Company built the dam that may be seen today. This dam, flowing out 
the Harding Falls with its sawmills, then owned by Prince and Wescott, 
raised the water level about 18 feet and created the present lake at North 
Gorham. The area of the lake is about 100 acres. :

This Town Report is dedicated to Wiley P. Chandler, late fire 
chief of the Town of Gorham. 


Although, unfortunately, I had the opportunity of working 
with Wiley for only a short time, the relationship was most 
pleasant and rewarding. I found him to be a conscientious and 
devoted citizen. ;

“Wiley was an outstanding man at his job. He took his work 
seriously. And yet he had a way of doing things and still keep- 
ing the firemen happy. He appreciated everything they did for 
him and he always had a minute for everyone.”

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Letter of Transmittal 


To the Citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


Herein you will find an accounting of the financial condition 
of the Town of Gorham for the calendar year ending December 


31, 1967. 


You will note that at the end of the year we had a record 
unappropriated surplus of $204,943.29. This represents an in- 
crease of $59,017.92 over the previous year. This increase 1s 
partly due to the unanticipated receipt of $36,396.34 in School 
Construction Aid from the State as the result of legislation 
passed by the 103rd Legislature late last Spring. 


Since this is my first annual financial report to you as your 
Town Manager, I would like to take this opportunity to make 
one general observation. 


Gorham, with its reputation as one of the best residential 
towns in this part of the State, is growing by leaps and bounds. 
With this population growth, we are constantly faced with neces- 
sary increases in annual costs to the town to provide services, 
especially in the area of education. 


Because we are a “bedroom” town, with little or no industry to 
fall back upon, our family residences are our chief source of tax 
revenue. Our ever-increasing tax rate is causing considerable 
hardship to many of our citizens, particularly those with limited 
or fixed incomes. | 


The obvious solution, it seems to me, is to start a concerted 
effort this year, and in the ensuing years, to broaden our tax 
base with an all-out industrial development program. To this — 
end I have been assured by the members of the Gorham Plan- ~ 
ning Board and the Gorham Development Council of their en- 
thusiastic support. The possibility of an Industrial Park is being 
considered at the moment and may soon become a reality. 
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1968 is a year of challenge. I would like to express my sin- 
cere thanks to the many citizens, Boards and Commissions, who 
have so generously given their time and effort in our determined 
drive for economic progress and stability as well as an ever 
better town in which to live.

We must face firmly and squarely the fact that policemen are 
different. In general, their work is more hazardous and is more 
fatiguing than the usual white-collar job. All of us must realize 
and appreciate the great debt which we owe all officers who 
daily risk their lives in line of duty.

Instructional courses have contributed to Gorham C. D. 
activities this past year. 


Six police officers and your Director completed a fifteen (15) 
week law enforcement course conducted by the Sheriff's Depart- 


ment at the South Windham C.D.E.O.C. 


Fifteen persons completed the medical self help course held at 
the high school. 


Three, and your Director, attended a Shelter Manager's course 
at Portland. One highlight was a simulated shelter eighteen (18) 


hour test with survival biscuits for food, and a blanket which 


proved to be no mattress on a cement floor. 


With additional shelter at G.S.C. and the Gorham Savings 
Bank, over 2,000 spaces are available, and they will be stocked 
with emergency food supplies plus radio communications with 


the local C. D. staff. 


Your Director has consulted Allied Engineering regarding the 
importance of shelter design to new school building construction 


in Gorham. As soon as the voters decide the issue to build, your — 
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Director will discuss this matter in detail with the School Build- 
ing Committee. 


During the 1967 February storm, CG. D. had through the 
splendid cooperation of village owners of Ski-Doo, ski-mobile 
etc., four such units on an eighteen (18) hour standby basis to 
transport doctors to pregnant mothers or others requiring medi- 
cal attention. In 1968, due to a club being formed, 25-30 such 
units will be available to cover any section of the Town should 
the demand arise. 


Three valued staff members were lost during the year and 
have been replaced. 


Harold Grant moved away, Elden Shute retired, and Dr. 
Clifford Nelson found his duties at Maine Medical Center pre- 
vented his continuation as Deputy No. 6 and Radio Officer.

Public Works Garage 


The Public Works Department is responsible for the construc- 


tion, maintenance, and care of town ways, bridges, sidewalks, 
sewerage disposal systems, cemeteries, two parks, and the munici- 


pal dump, as well as the care and maintenance of all property 
used by the department. Only the actual plowing of snow from 


town ways is done by separate contract. In November such a 


contract was awarded for the ensuing three years to DiRenzo 
& Sons Co. of Westbrook. 


During the year the first municipally owned pickup truck was 
purchased by the town, an International Harvester Model 
1100-B. It is hoped that a capital improvement program for this 
department can be started in 1968, not only to have a systematic 
purchase program of much-needed additional new equipment, 


/ 
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but also a replacement program for most of the antiquated 
equipment that the town presently owns. 


Town Road Improvement Funds were used to reconstruct 
portions of the Line Road, Shaws Mill Road and Harding Bridge 
Road. The Mallison Falls Bridge will be reconstructed in 1968. 
Matching State Aid Road Construction Funds for the years 
1967, 1968 and 1969 were allocated as a portion of the town’s 
share of this reconstruction project. 


Our regular summer maintenance program was provided, in- 
cluding the application of 110,327 gallons of tar. 


Further plans for 1968 include reconstruction of the Buck 
Street Bridge and replacing. the remaining wooden portion of 
Newhall Bridge with a steel bed and steel I-beams support.

NURSING SERVICES 


Public Health Nursing Services to the Town’s people of Gorham 
during 1967 have been carried out by the Gorham Nursing Serv- 
ices and have included the following activities: 


Professional nursing care in the home under the direction 
of the patients physician. 

170 such visits were made and of this number 138 were 
made to patients of 65 years of age or over. 


Child Health Conferences were held the first Friday of each 
month for all well pre-school children. The clinic 1s sponsored 
and staffed by the Gorham Health Council. 186 children at- 


tended. Immunizations completed were: 


57 measles vaccine 
38 oral polio 
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53 diphtheria, tetanus and whooping cough 
32 small pox vaccine 


The Town’s Public Health Officer, Dr. Harold Burnham, con- 
ducted the following clinics: 


Town Immunization Clinics for all school children were held 
in the Spring. 542 individuals participated. ‘The following im- 


munizations were given: 


256 smallpox vaccine 
353 diphtheria and tetanus 
43 tetanus 


In the Fall “Flu Vaccine” was made available to school per- 
sonnel and public servants at two clinics. 52 doses were admin- 
istered. 


School Health activities, under the direction of Dr. R. B. Love, | 


school Physician, included: 


Maico Audiometer hearing testing 720 students in grades 
1a oe cangeretcrcals: 


167 individual physical examinations for interscholastic 
sports, special education classes and referrals. 


352 tuberculin ski test for: Kindergarten, seventh, eleventh 
grades and school employees. 


The Gorham Health Council volunteers using the Massa- 
chusetts Eye vision Testing Machines, under the direction of Dr. 
Roland Fogg, Optometrist, surveyed 9529 sche children in 
grades 2, 4, 6 and 10. 


At pre-school registration the Public Health Nurse interviewed 
117 parents; reviewed each child’s immunization record, com- 


municable disease history, and started the child’s school health | 


record. 


The Public Health Nurse gave supervision and follow-up for 


the State Public Health Programs of maternal and child health _ 


services, crippled children’s services, tuberculosis and venereal 
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disease control programs. She also did extensive work in the 
areas of guidance and counselling in the essentials and prob- 
lems of healthful living. 


October 1959 through December 1967 has been a very enjoy- 
able tenure as Public Health Nurse in the Town of Gorham for 
me. I would like to take this opportunity to thank all who have 
helped me through the years in carrying out the many and 
varied public health activities in Gorham.

PUBLIC HEALTH OFFICER 


The past year has brought to light no new problems for 
Gorham in the field of public health except the resignation of our 
competent and faithful nurse, Mrs. Elizabeth Getty. Her experl- , 
ence and knowledge of Gorham’s health problems will be keenly 
missed. With her able assistance and that of other Gorham 
nurses who offered their time, we were able to immunize 261 
individuals against Smallpox, 354 against Diphtheria and 
Tetanus plus an additional 87 against Tetanus alone in the 
clinics in the spring. This fall influenza immunization was given 
in two separate sessions to public servants of the town. A total 
of 52 persons received immunization or boosters. 


Our Public Health statistics reported 8 cases of Mumps, 15 
cases of Chickenpox, 36 cases of Streptococcus infection includ- 
ing tonsillitis, pharyngitis, scarlatina. We reported 2 cases of 
German Measles, one case of Conjunctivitis, 5 cases of Whoop- 
ing Cough, 3 cases of Infectious Hepatitis and one of Gonorrhea. 
There were probably many diseases not reported to my office. 


As usual several cases of complaints of standing water and 
possible sewage contamination and ground and water were in- 
vestigated with the help of Mr. Linwood Marsh, the Plumbing 


Inspector. 
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It is expected that the towns comprising the Portland Water 
District will be offered by referendum vote in November 1968, 
the opportunity to vote for the acceptance of adjustments of the 
fluoride content in our drinking water. It appears this may be a 
fairly slight adjustment to increase the fluoride already present 
in the Segabo Lake water. While I firmly believe a proper intake 
of fluoride is necessary for maximum health, I still have at this’ 
writing, some reservations about this general public health move. 
After further investigation I will try to publish for citizens of 
Gorham analysis of my recommendations.

ROBIE PARK COMMISSION 


The Robie Park Playground was opened from July 5, 1967 
to August 11, 1967. The total enrollment was 272 registered. 
Many other youngsters came later who did not register. Mrs. 
Sharon Corriveau was the director with an assistant, a young 


~ man from Gorham State College and two Gorham High School 


eirls, Jill Irish and Debbie Morse, who graciously voluntered 
their assistance. On behalf of the Robie Park Commission, I’d 
like to express our appreciation to these people for the success of * 
the summer program. 


Many activities were conducted in the summer program. Such 
team sports as baseball, softball and kickball were held during 


the morning sessions in addition to tether ball and horseshoe 


tournaments. The afternoon sessions were composed of arts and 
crafts including gimp, leather, plaster of paris molds, woodwork- 
ing, fingerpainting and construction paper work. 


The closing day activities included such contests as relay races, 
horseshoe, tether ball and checker tournaments, a doll contest 
and decorated bicycle contest. Prizes were given to the winners. 


A second phase of the summer program is the Little Baseball 
League, which was capably handled by the Gorham Jaycees. 
This program involved some 201 boys. This year there were nine 


| league teams and five farm teams. Six teams were from the Vil-

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PRESUMPSCOT VALLEY 


It is the feeling of this committee, with over 200 boys and 
girls participating in our program, that this is one of the finest 
years that we have had. 


Mrs. William Beck, Mr. Steve Foster and Mrs Joanne Spauld- 
ing were the supervisors this year, all three being students at the 
Gorham State College. 


The program consisted of arts, crafts, games, sports, swimming 
trips and teenage record hops. The arts and crafts program was 
initiated with the aim of stimulating interest and providing 
recreation for children. Gimp was available for making key 
holders, bracelets, belts, etc. The leathercraft consisted of comb 
cases, comb purses to lace together. Basket weaving was also 
offered as well as plaster of paris molds. 


The children also had a chance to work with construction 
paper for 3-D construction and reverse design pictures. We also 
made available, crayons, tempera paints and colored pencils for 
use in the arts and crafts program. 


‘Various games were played that were of interest to the young 
as well as the older children. Softball games were usually played 
for several hours in the morning and the boys were instructed on 
wrestling, relay races and other games with close supervision. 


Afternoon games were played with the boys and the farm 


baseball league was organized and several games were played at 


the Robie Park Commission Playground. Other games available 
were tetherball, badmitton, croquet, volleyball and ping pong. 


The children were taken to the beaches every Wednesday. 
Three times they went to Pine Point and twice to Long Beach in 


Sebago. 


There were four record hops conducted during the summer. 
We had a live band playing at two of these and records at the 
others. 
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Financially this year we feel very fortunate in that we will 
be able to receive Government aid in helping us finance our 
supervision. The cost to the town, for our three supervisors for 
the entire summer, was $187.60. If we had had to pay for full 
costs, it would have cost us $1,806.00. Our expenditures were, 
Picnic tables—$54.00; Supplies—$157.90; Materials—$6.72; Su- 
pervision—$187.60, for a total cost of $406.22. As you know, the 
town appropriated $800.00 for this program. Therefore, we have 
a balance of $393.78. 


It is my recommendation that this program be continued in 
this coming year, the year 1968.

Planning and Development 


PLANNING BOARD 


In general, the planning board has within this past year, at- 
tempted to survey the many issues which are to become im- 
portant or even crucial within the next few years. ‘These were 
evaluated, in order to establish priorities for consideration. Many 
of them involved only local issues, but some must be integrated 
with the development of the greater Portland area and thus con- 
form with a timetable involving more than this town. 


A review of the over all future land use of the town has been 
discussed with respect to farm land, permanent dwellings, rec- i 
reational areas and industrial developement. Any implementation 
of these in the plans for the future must include new road plans 
and better access roads. The announcement of expansion plans 
for Gorham State College would affect these developments. 


nae 
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It has been concluded that the problem of sewerage disposal is 
the first major issue to be considered. Already, classification of 
the Presumpscot River in the area of Little Falls, by the state, 
may force the town to prepare some new approved standard of 
sewerage disposal. Increased building within Gorham Village 
coupled with college expansion is presenting sewerage waste in 
volumes beyond what local resources are capable of handling. 


Mr. Dale Caruthers was invited to provide the committee with 
possible projected costs of resurvey and possible plant construc- 
tion. The committee was informed that due to rising costs of 
construction, the town would find itself paying approximately 
$600,000 more than it would have in 1961 for the same type of 


construction and that each year this construction cost would 


increase 1//2%. 


Therefore, the town is currently losing nearly $100,000 annual- 
ly by the postponement of a project which within ihe mexthtive 


years is to be made compulsory by state and federal regulations. 


The committee is presently recommending an immediate sur- 
vey of the sewage extent and needs. Possible methods for future 


handling of the sewerage have been considered: 
1. Local disposal plants (primary and secondary). 
2. Local disposal lagooning plant and treatment. 


3. Trunk line transportation into the present and proposed 
Westbrook system. 


4. Joining plan proposed by the Portland Water District. 


The committee has therefore projected a five year plan: 
1. 1969—a community survey 
2. 1970—state and federal application for funds 


3. 1972—program construction 
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Summary of Committee Action 
The committee has: 


1. received four proposals for building subdivisions. 


9. discussed and recommended problems covering junk yards 
and town dumps. 


3. considered changes in size and area of house lots and living 
space. 


4. approved the construction of one trailer park. 


considered regulations for the removal or repair of unsight- 
ly, partially burned or unsafe buildings. 


6. reviewed and approved new locations and use of land for 
new high school construction. 


7. considered new areas in the town for park and open space 
planning. 


GORHAM DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL, INC. 
I. Nature and purpose of the Gorham Development Council 


The Gorham Development Council is a non-stock corporation 
organized under the Laws of the State of Maine. ‘The purpose of 
the Council is to foster the orderly growth and development of 
the Town and to encourage and assist the location, settlement 
and resettlement of industry, manufacturing and other business 
enterprises in this ‘Town. 


The Council works in close cooperation with the Town Plan- 
ning Board and all groups interested in promoting the interests 
of the Town of Gorham. 


II. Membership 


The membership consists of public spirited citizens who serve 
the organization without compensation. The Council has no paid 
personnel. 
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III. Finance 


The Council is financed modestly by the Town of Gorham. 
The ‘Town also contributes a small sum of money to the support 
of the Area Development Council on which the local Council 
has membership. 


IV. Present economy of the Town 


The largest single enterprise is Gorham State College with an 
enrolment in excess of one thousand students. The College has 
displayed outstanding growth in enrolment, breadth of cur- 
riculum, and physical facilities in the past ten years. While it is 
difficult to precisely describe the economic benefits of the in- 
stitution to the Town of Gorham, an appreciable number of the 
faculty reside in the ‘Town and many are property owners and 


_.taxpayers. The College and the student body patronize local 


business_enterprises. 


No study of the economic advantages of an educational in- 
stitution in a community can be definite but a recent and care- 
ful apprasial was made of the benefits to Bangor emanating from 
the location of Husson College there. The colleges are of com- 
parable size although Husson is a private institution and Gorham 
State College is state supported. The study referred to points out 
that, “Total spending in the greater Bangor area attributable to 
Husson, its staff and its students, amounted to $2.26 million last 
year. The largest source of expenditures was students spending 
over and above College fees. 


But the figures show that $1.46 million of the $2.26 million 
spent came from outside the Bangor area.” COLLEGES

_ IT hereby submit my annual report of the schools of Gorham, 
covering the year January, 1967 to January, 1968. 


Far better than reading a report, is to visit your schools and 
get information firsthand. You are always welcome. 


The School Budget 


In the broad sense of the term, the word “budget” means a 
plan; in this case, a plan for financing a school system for a 
period of time in the future, usually one year. This plan is 
usually evidenced by a “budget document” which is the exhibit 
that shows the plan in all its details. 
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For the past ten years school budgets have been increasing 
rapidly. Some of the reasons for these increases are as follows: | 


Increases in school enrollment. 

Decline in purchasing power of the dollar. 
Adding new educational services. 

Expanding existing services. 

Increases for the purpose of improving quality. 
Increases in salaries. 

Increases due to unusual capital outlays. 


ae ep as Ue 


An analysis of most school budgets will indicate that 84% of a 
typical school budget is comprised of salaries. This leaves 16% 
for other than salaries and some of this 16% is allocated to fixed 


charges. 


Maine has the dubious distinction of rating third highest in the | 


nation in comparison of property tax as a percent of fair market 
value of the property; Maine 2.21%, national average 1.46%. 
The property tax is rapidly reaching a saturation point. We need 
help, either from the federal or state level, preferably, state level. 
Currently, the state is contributing 31% toward the support of 
education; national average 40%. 


Number of Days in School Year 


By law, schools must have a minimum school year of 175 
actual school days. Actual school days means pupils in attend- 
ance. School calendars usually allow four to five days for incle- 
ment weather. If the so-called “storm days” are exceeded, then 
the time exceeded must be made up on Saturday sessions or 
during a scheduled vacation. 


Overcrowding at Gorham High School—1968-1969 School Year 


Next year at the High School, we anticipate an enrollment 


of approximately 630 pupils. This exceeds the recommended 
capacity by 115 pupils.

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Mr. Charles Delano, principal of Gorham High School, and 
Mr. Philip Dugas, guidance director at Gorham High School, 
have developed a plan (with state approval) whereby we can 
avoid double sessions at the High School for the school year 
1968-1969. The proposed plan will require the patience and un- 
derstanding of parents, pupils, and teachers. A proposed time 
schedule follows: 


During the school year 1968-1969, school will begin at eae. 
a.m. and be dismissed at 2:02 p.m. We will continue to dismiss 
seniors at the end of their last period class and should this not 
solve the space problem, we may have to allow juniors in good 
academic standing to leave early. It may also be necessary to 
have the seniors not arrive at school until the beginning of their 
first period class. The Junior High School will also begin at 7:40 
a.m. and be dismissed at 2:02 p.m.

EXPLANATORY BUDGET MESSAGE 
To the Members of the Gorham Town Council 
Gentlemen: 


As outlined under Article V, Section 502, of our new Council- 
Manager Charter, I herein submit a brief explanatory budget 
message to accompany the Town Manager’s 1968 budget. 


For simplicity’s sake, I shall limit my explanation to the new, 
unusual, or obviously increased revenue requests over and above 
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last year’s itemized budget. Our ever increasing population right- 
fully demands more public services. ‘This results, of course, in a 
constant increase in our tax rate. I am cognizant of the burden 
that this places on our taxpayers, as explained in more detail in 
my Letter of Transmittal to the citizens of Gorham in our 1967 
Annual Report. Nevertheless, I sincerely believe that I would be 
derelict in my duties as your ‘Town Manager not to present you 
with these facts and figures for your careful consideration. 


May I take this occasion also to extend my thanks to the many 
department heads and individuals in each department who spent 
so many hours helping me arrive at these budgetary figures. 


In some instances, major increases are explained after the 
net budget request is shown for 1968. I will not bother to repeat 
these explanations in the budget message. 


Page 3. Administration. In previous years the salaries of the 
three ladies who so diligently work in the Town Office have been 
} divided up all over the place—1i.e., tax collector, assessing, wel- 
fare, clerical, and secretary-treasurer. ‘This year I propose that 
we list them each with their total salaries under this one head- 


ing. 


Page 4. Elections and Registrations. Printing and _ notices 
costs have been increased from $100.00 to $1,000.00 in order to 
provide sufficient monies to use the new electronic punch-card 
voting process, on a trial basis, for the June Primaries. 


Page 4. Assessing. A new and separate department under the 
Council-Manager Charter with an estimated $3,600.00 for a 
part-time Assessor and $450.00 for a Board of Assessment Re- 
} view. 


Page 5. Town Clerk’s Office. Because of the increased duties 
of the Town Clerk under the Council-Manager Charter, an in- 


crease in fees and services from $650.00 to $1,000.00 would be in 
order. 
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Page 7 and 8. Police Department. In the field of police pro- 
tection, three full-time men are just not able to provide the pro- 
tection that the citizens of Gorham so rightly demand. Part- 
time patrolmen are not the answer, either, since they lack the 
necessary training and are so often unavailable when needed. 
The national rule-of-thumb calls for one full-time policeman for 
every 1,000 in population. With our current population estimated 
at 7,500, we should have 7% men. This budget calls for four new 
patrolmen this year. 


The Cumberland County Sheriff dispatching setup leaves 
much to be desired. Therefore, I propose that the town hire a 
secretary-dispatcher at an estimated salary of $80.00 per week or 
$3,120.00 for the balance of the year. The dispatching for our 
town highway crew could also be tied in here. 


I do not believe anyone will question the need of a new cruiser 
this year. 


With an increase in full-time patrolmen, the two town cruisers 
will be in use around the clock, which necessitates the increase 
in gas, oil, grease, etc. 


A mobile radio unit and photography equipment would be 
great assets for a more efficient police department operation. 


Page 10. Public Health Nursing Service. The time has come 
when Gorham should qualify for Medicare. Mrs. Getty, prior to 
her retirement at the end of last year, had completed all the 
necessary paper and other preliminary work. Two full-time 
nurses and a part-time clerk are needed to fulfill the require- 
ments of Medicare, Titles 18 and 19. With so many of our citi- 
zens at retirement age, such a service would be of great benefit 
to our town. 


Page 11 and 12. Public Works. A few general comments re- 
garding the entire Public Works appropriations. I recommend 
raising the minimum wage from $1.53 to $1.60 and a 10c per 
hour increase for all other highway personnel. During 1967 the 
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town did purchase a few supplies for the town garage, such as 
tools, etc. Additional supplies should be purchased this year. 


I am requesting $3,500.00 for sidewalks and curbing, to con- 
tinue curbing down Main Street on the left side with an ultimate 
goal of reaching the Gray Road. Also, new sidewalk construc- 
tion down Main Street, as far as the money will go, toward the 
proposed new high school site. 


The severe icing conditions on our highways this winter has 
ereatly increased the expenses of sanding and salting and thus 
the increase in the new budget request for this department from 


$5,000.00 to $10,000.00. 


Page 13. Town Welfare. Our welfare cost load is relatively 
light at the present time, thus bringing about a $2,000.00 reduc- 
tion in the Town Welfare account for 1968. 


Page 14. Recreation. The Robie Park Commission and the 
Presumpscot Valley Recreation Association wish to hire one 


director to supervise both programs this summer. Such a director 


would not only provide better supervision but, also, a more 
coordinated recreation program for the whole town. $1,000.00 
is recommended for this director, to be divided 60-40% to Robie 
Park and Presumpscot Valley, respectively. An additional 
$700.00 is requested for Robie Park for the surveying and plot- 
ting of the Robie Park site for future expansion and planning. 


Page 15. Blue Cross-Blue Shield. At the present time the 
Town of Gorham pays only 10% of our employees’ Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield insurance premiums. In order to be competitive with 
other municipalities and private industry, I suggest that the 
town pay all of the employees’ insurance premiums, with the em- 
ployee taking care of his family’s coverage at his own expense. 


Page 16. Tax Anticipation Loans. I have been advised by 
the bank that we can expect to pay approximately 3.10% in- 
terest this year, as compared with 2.75% last year. 
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Page 17. Special Articles. 


Planning Board. The Planning Board hopes to update our 
Municipal Sewage Survey this year as a step forward towards 
an ultimate sewage system for the Town of Gorham. 


Public Works Building. Since the town is making more and 
more use of this building, I do hope that we can provide heat 
and plumbing for it this year. 


Gorham Development Council. In view of anticipated activi- 
ties by this Council in the field of industrial development, a 


$1,600.00 increase is requested to cover increased expenses. 


Ambulance Purchase. It is common knowledge that the Neal 


Funeral Home wishes to go out of the ambulance service busi- — 


ness. Therefore, the only recourse for the town is to purchase 
our own. 


Repair Newhall and Buck Street Bridges. Many of our town’s 
bridges are in need of repair. Your road foreman and I have 
carefully examined them all and feel that these two should be 
undertaken this year. 


Page 17. Other Articles for Your Consideration. 


Municipal Buildings—Reserve Fund. At the present time we 
have $45,603.40 in our reserve fund for a new municipal build- 
ing. The fact alone that the Town Council will be unable to hold 
their meetings in our existing Town Office points out the urgent 
need of a new building. In order to expedite the time when such 


a building will become a reality I suggest that we transfer $30,- | 


000.00 from surplus to be added to this fund. 


Loader for Highway Department. The time has come when | 


the town must start a capital improvement program for our 


highway department. Most of the present equipment that we | 


now own is antiquated and it would be a waste of time and 
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money to try to repair it further. I feel that we should be in a 
position three years from now to do our own plowing after the 
present contract with DiRenzo expires. Late last year we spent 
quite a sum of money, out of necessity, in repairing the grader. 
Therefore, I feel that this machine will last for another year. 
The town shovel is practically useless and if we start with the 
purchase of a loader this year, by purchasing a plow and wing 
later on we will have a machine that we can fully utilize year 
round. 


Extension of Water Main on Narragansett Street. At the pres- 
ent time water mains extend along Narragansett Street out to 
the racetrack. ‘There are seventeen residences beyond that whose 
| sub-surface water source is inadequate and of very poor quality. 
| Therefore, the residents in this area have requested the town to 
| extend the existing main approximately one-half mile further 
along Narragansett Street.

Pumper for Fire Department. A new pumper is needed for our 
Fire Department in order to meet the insurance standards of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters and the New England Fire 
Insurance Rating Association. The other alternative is increased 
insurance premiums for the residents of the Northern end of the 
town. 

Revaluation. The State Bureau of Taxation recommends that 
revaluation be done every ten years. This applies more par- 
ticularly to the Town of Gorham because of our rapid population 
growth during this past decade.

Squad is manned by volunteer help from the Gorham area. 


_ These people have received eight weeks of First Aid and Rescue 


Training at the Maine Medical Center and also have had Red 
Cross First Aid Training. 


The Town of Gorham purchased the 1965 Pontiac Ambulance 


_ from the Neal Funeral Home in October, 1968. The Neal 


_ Funeral Home sold this vehicle to the town for three thousand 


dollars less than its value to help the citizens of the town, and 
donated its complete inventory of linen and medical equipment. 
The unit is housed at Neal’s Funeral Home and will be used for 
emergency calls only. Since the first call in October, 1968, the 
unit has responded to 46 emergency calls. Being on call 24 


_ hours daily, it is equipped with a two-way radio on frequency 


with Cumberland County Sheriff’s Department and Gorham 


_ Police Department. 


The Rescue Squad wants to express their appreciation to the 
organizations and people who have. contributed in various ways 
to make this operation possible. Expressions of gratitude go to 
the Neal Funeral Home, the Kiwanis Club, the Lion’s Club, 
Jaycees, Gorham Police Department and to Dixon Bros.

Most of the Health Officer’s activity during 1968 involved 
inspection of sewage complaints and telephone advice regarding 
the management of dog bite’s and suspected rabies bites. Public 
health clinics were suspended indefinitely in the hope of ac- 
quiring a Town Nurse. This post still has not been filled, how- 
ever, and we hope the clinics will be resumed with part time 
personnel this coming year. 


During the last month, December, the onset of influenze type 
of illnesses began to mount., Has been no demonstrated proof 
of which kind of flu this was. People who had the Asian Flu 
booster series seemed to be unusually free of illness, however, 
and therefore I presume that this was mostly one of the Asian 
types and probably not the Hong Kong variety. There will be 
some studies reported from specimen’s submitted by the Health 
Officer that may indicate what kind of flu was present. 


Reported through my office in 1968 were the following in- 
fectious diseases: as usual, a large number of Streptococcus 
Pharyngitis and an unusual large number of Mumps. There 
were also 24 cases of Chicken pox, 2 of Scarlet Fever, 1 of Ger- 
man Measles, 2 of Infectious Hepatitis and 3 of Venereal Dis- 
ease. I am sure this represents only a partial reporting. 


Perennial problems are the needs for sewage disposal, par- 
ticularly in the central village area. There is one particularly 
bad situation of ground drainage along the Presumpscot River 
in Little Falls. There are also tenative plans afoot to provide 
fluoride prophylaxis for families who wish it for dental cavities.

BAXTER MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


Baxter Memorial Library made two important changes dur- 
ing the year in order to increase services to the public. The 
library is now open an additional hour each afternoon, open- 
ing at 1 o’clock.

In observance of National Library Week many local organiza- | 
tions donated new books or money for books and magazines. Gilt 
plates were placed in each book given or purchased and these 
were displayed during National Library Week in April, before 
being put in circulation. 


Books, magazines and money have been given to the library 
by numerous friends, too many to list separately. Of special note 
are books given in memory of Edgar Carswell by Mr. P. P 
Baxter and the library trustees; Mrs. Mary Davison by Mr. anc

It is gratifying to report the continued and increasing co- 
operation of interested community groups. The Garden Club 
keeps flowers on the charging desk which are enjoyed by public 
and staff; the Woman’s Club takes books to shut-ins; the Story 
Hour is conducted by Girl Scouts and Lionnettes this winter; 
Alpha Zeta Chapter of Beta Sigma Phi Sorority provides in- 
teresting displays. [he Maine Co-operative Extension Ser- 
vice also had a large display of their printed materials which 
are available to the public. 


The trustees sponsored a round table for library trustees of 
Southern Maine held at Gorham State College. Staff members

Accomplishments of 1968 


In the year 1968 a tree survey as made within the town road. 
limits, by our ‘Tree Superintendent, Charles W. Knight. The 
survey was made noting species, location, number, condition 
and recommendation for each tree. 

In the past year a total of 1795 diseased elms were removed, 
in the town of Gorham. Ninety six of these trees were removed 
by Goodall Tree Expert Gompany at a cost of $12,035.50, or 
approximately $125.00 per tree. | 


The Park and Conservation Commission engaged Lucas Tree 
Expert Company for the remainder of the tree work in 1968) 
Seventy nine trees were removed at a cost of $7,418. 19, organ 
average of approx. $94.00 per tree, which showed a saving of 
$31.00 per tree on removal. | 


A replanting program was carried out during the year at ¢ 
cost of $782.00 with more replanting scheduled in 1969. - 


The Commission has submitted a plan to the town to save 
the stream located behind the town dump from pollution, a) 
a serious problem exists there at the present time. $2,000.00 wa 
recommended by the Town Manager in the past for this proj 
ect. . 


The so-called Chick property has been gone over and observet 
with the idea of saving and conserving its natural resources. A 
excellent pond area was located with natural springs to serv 
as a water supply. A more complete survey with recommende 
tions is to be completed on this in the near future.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recorded cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depository. Letters of confirmation were 
mailed, on a test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. Excise tax 
collections were checked with copies of receipts retained by the 
collector. 


Reserve and trust fund transactions were reviewed and in- 
vestments verified. The minutes of the town council meetings, 
as pertained to financial matters, were checked. Surety bond 
coverage was determined. 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended 
departmental balance of $106,007.99 was lapsed to unappro- 
priated surplus, per the following summary:

CRIME is not only a tough teen-ager snatching a woman’s 
purse, a professional thief stealing cars “on order”, a well-heeled 
loan shark taking over a legitimate business, a pusher selling 
drugs to addicts, student demonstrators wrecking school build- 
ings and rifling deans’ files, it is much more. 


We know many Americans believe that controlling crime is 
the task of the police alone. Many people seem to think that 
the police manufacture crime. ‘They do this by holding the police 
responsible for every crime that is committed in the community. 
We are not in the crime manufacturing business; we are in the 
crime prevention business. 


' Preventive patrol occupies roughly half the time of a patrol 
officer, yet no one can say with any degree of precision how much 
crime is thereby prevented, or how much more or less crime 
would be prevented by other use of those patrolmen hours. 


In an effort to upgrade our department several items of equip- 
ment were added this past year. A sight/sound projector and 
film strips were purchased through a federally funded cost shar- 
ing program for in-service training use. We also purchased a 
two frequency portable radio to be used by foot patrolmen, or 
whenever other than vehicular radio communication is needed. 
Four general duty helmets have been added. Presently, use of 
these helmets is optional. We received delivery of a new police 
cruiser in January, Brown Pontiac-Olds being the successful low 
bidder. 


Several training programs were completed this year by the 
department. Timothy Libby and Richard Elliott attended a four 
week basic training school held in Portland, graduating in the 
upper third of their class. Three of our officers attended a three 
day seminar on drugs. This seminar was of inestimable value in 
that the drug situation is daily becoming more widespread. 
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In October we instituted a federally sponsored “New Car- 


eers’ program and William Libby was added to our force as a © 
police aide. Due to reasons beyond our control the program was — 


abandoned late in December. 


Among the more satisfying endeavors of the department was — 


the recovery of several thousand dollars worth of radios, stereos, 
and television sets stolen from Bartlett Radio in Portland in 
April. This was a result of a cooperative effort on the part of 
Officer Charles H. Turner, Jr. and the Portland Police Depart- 


ment. 


One officer left in May to enter private business, after having | 


served a year. We hired two officers in the fall in an effort to 


provide complete round-the-clock service. Our present comple- — 


ment consists of three patrolmen and myself. 


It is our sincere desire to give the resident of this community 


the very best service possible within the scope of our limited — 


force.

Gorham Rescue Squad 


The members of the Gorham Rescue Squad wish to express 
their appreciation to the Citizens of the Town for their accept- 
ance and support of the Squad. Their support has enabled the 
Squad to become one of the finest and most efficient rescue units 


in the state. 


With the help of donations from individuals and organizations 
as well as the town appropriation the Squad is acquiring equip- 
ment and supplies necessary to handle all types of emergency 
rescue work. 


Mutual-Aid agreements have been set up with surrounding 
towns so that all individuals are assured of having the service 
available even if two or more calls are received simultaneously. 


During the 1969 calendar year your Rescue Squad answered 
140 calls, and have responded to 204 emergency calls since its 
inception in the fall of 1968. 


Some of the Emergency situations encountered have involved 
sickness including heart attacks, stroke, shock, seizures, hemor- 
rhage, and accidents involving automobile, motorcycle, snow- 
mobile, farm machinery, and construction and heavy equipment. 


There have been poisoning victims and victims of home acci- 
dents who have been transported to the hospitals by the unit. 


During the coming year direct radio communications are to 
be set up between the Rescue Units and the Maine Medical 
Center and Osteopathic Hospital to help bring more medical 
knowledge to the scene of each emergency and while on route 
to the hospital. 


The Squad Captain takes this opportunity to thank the Rescue 
Squad Volunteers for their dedicated and heroic services.

I hereby submit my annual report of the schools of Gorham, 
covering the year January, 1969 to January, 1970. 


CONSTITUTION OF MAINE 
Article VIII 
Literature 


“A general diffusion of the advantages of education being 
essential to the preservation of the rights and liberties of the 
people; to promote this important object, the Legislature are 
authorized, and it shall be their duty to require, the several towns 
to make suitable provision, at their own expense, for the support 
and maintenance of public schools; and it shall further be their 
duty to encourage and suitably endow, from time to time, as — 
circumstances of the people may authorize, all academies, col- : 
leges and seminaries of learning within the State; provided that 
no donation, grant or endowment shall at any ‘time be made by 
the Legislature to any literary institution now established, or 
which may hereafter be established, unless, at the time of making 
such endowment, the Legislature of the State shall have the right 
to grant any further powers to alter, limit or restrain any of the 
powers vested in, any such literary institution, as shall be judged 
necessary to promote the best interests thereof.” 


—State of Maine Laws Relating to Public Schools 


The state constitution makes it the duty of the Legislature to 
provide for a sysem of public education, thus the basis for the 
oft repeated phrase that “education is a state function.” 


Recognizing the principle that the final authority in matters 
of education rests with the State and not alone with the local 
units, has resulted in the development of fifty school states. The 
people have delegated large powers to local units in matters of 
organization, school construction, employment of teachers, provi- 
sion of supplies, and teaching methods. The supremacy of the 
State resides in the recognition of the importance of education to — 
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all people rather than to certain local groups and the necessity of 
making educational requirements that are to be met by all dis- 
tricts. 


The fact that school districts are legalized gives them only the 
powers to carry on certain functions that have been entrusted 
to them; they have no inherent rights of their own. 


Most states, including Maine, have established certain mini- 
mum requirements, such as compulsory attendance, teacher cer- 
tification, minimum salaries, length of school year and day, uni- 
form records and reports, and minimum requirements for build- 
ing standards. | 


School committees derive their power from the State and must 
adhere by law to certain. state requirements. Courts have held 
that education is a state function. Education is considered a 
separate entity. 


DUTIES OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
Chapter 15, Section 473 


School committees and school directors shall perform the fol- 
lowing duties: 


1. Management of schools. The management of the schools 
and the custody and care, including repairs and insurance on 
school buildings, of all school property in their administrative 
units; 

9. General course of instruction; textbooks. Direct the gen- 
eral course of instruction and approve a uniform system of text- 


books, and perform such other functions as may be specified by 
law. No textbook thus approved shall be changed for 3 years 


unless by vote of the committee or directors; 


3. Physiology and hygiene. They shall make provisions for 
the instruction of all pupils in schools supported by public money 
or under state control in physiology and hygiene with special 
reference to the effects of alcoholic drinks, stimulants and nar- 
cotics upon the human system; 
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4. ‘Teachers dismissed. After investigation, due notice of hear- 
ing, and hearing thereon, they shall dismiss any teacher, although 
having the requisite certificate, who proves unfit to teach or 
whose services they deem unprofitable to the school; and give to 
said teacher a certificate of dismissal and of the reasons there- 
for, a copy of which they shall retain. Such dismissal shall not 
deprive the teacher of compensation for previous services; 


5. Scholars expelled. Expel any obstinately disobedient and 
disorderly scholar, after a proper investigation of his behavior, 
if found necessary for the peace and usefulness of the school; and 
restore him on satisfactory evidence of his repentance and amend- 
ment; 

6. Persons not vaccinated excluded. Exclude, if they deem 
it expedient, any person not vaccinated, although otherwise en- 
titled to admission, unless a parent or guardian of such person 


shall present a signed statement that such parent or guardian 


is opposed to vaccination, in which event such person may only 
be excluded in the event of an epidemic of smallpox; 

7. Attendance of those resident on territory ceded to United 
States. Prescribe the sum on payment of which persons of the 


required age, resident in territory the jurisdiction of which has 


been ceded to the United States, included in or surrounded by 
the administrative unit, may attend school in the administrative 
unit; 

8. Determine those to attend each school. Determine what 
description of scholars shall attend each school, classify them 


and transfer them from school to school where more than one 


school is kept at the same time; 


9. Leaves of absence. For the purpose of increasing the effi- 
ciency of the public schools of the State, school committees, 
boards of education and school directors shall have authority to 
grant to any teacher, principal or other person regularly em- 


ployed by them a leave of absence for a period of not to exceed — 


one year and on not more than half pay; such leave of absence 
to be granted only after 7 years of service and under such con- 


ditions and with such regulations as may be determined by the 


governing board, and for the purpose of permitting said teacher, 
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principal or other person to pursue a further course of study or 
to travel, to the end that he or she may be better fitted by educa- 
tion and culture for his or her position in the schools; 


10. Salaries of persons absent because of illness. They shall 
have authority to adjust the salaries of teachers, principals and 
other persons legally employed by them who are compelled to be 
absent from their school duties on account of illness. This sub- 
section and subsection 9 shall apply only in cases of persons who 
are employed on yearly contracts or on tenure of service and who 
hold the legal qualifications necessary for such positions. 

11. Insurance premiums. They may at their discretion pay 
the premiums on life, health, accident, hospitalization, major 
medical insurance in behalf of their emlpoyees and liabiltiy in- 
surance for employees and school officials. 

State of Maine Laws Relating to Public Schools 

There are over one thousand laws that pertain to the manage- 
ment, custody and care of schools. It is the responsibility of the 
school committee to uphold these laws. 

The children of Gorham have an inherent right to a good 
education. With the rapid rise in school budgets, the property 
tax cannot sustain the burden. We must receive more assistance 
from the State or Federal level. The revenue to support the 
schools must come from a broader based tax such as the state 
income tax and then funneled back to local communities without 
losing local control. 

Tf something isn’t done, and done soon, the children are the 
losers and if the children lose, we all lose; our community, our 
state and our nation. 7 

In closing, I should like to thank the members of the school 

committee for their efforts in trying to provide a good education 


“under trying circumstances, the teachers, administrators and all 


non-teaching personnel for their loyalty and cooperation, and the 
citizens for providing the tax dollars which sustain the schools.

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COMMENTS 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements fur- 
nished by the depository and count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined on a selective basis. Letters of con- 
Grmation were used, on a test basis, to verify the correctness of 
recorded assets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources 
was checked to pertinent records. ‘Town council records, as per- 
tained to financial matters, were reviewed. Trust and reserve 
fund transactions were examined. Surety bond coverage was de- 


termined. 


OPERATIONAL RESULTS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended de- 
partmental balance of $119,815.01 was lapsed to surplus, per the 


~ following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $143,662.91 
Overdrafts 23,847.90 
Net Unexpended Balance $119,815.01 


The overlay, excise tax revenue and unexpended balances in 
various operational accounts, particularly in administration, 
health and sanitation, and recreation were the major factors 
contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. The larger over- 
drafts were noted in highway, interest and tax abatement ac- 


counts. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 


cial statements: 
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ASSETS ... The general and payroll cash balances of $130,- 
820.48 and $11,681.81 were on deposit in the Canal National 
Bank of Portland, Maine at December 31, 1969. 


Accounts receivable totaled $43,694.07 of which $40,000.00 
represented the balance due on the Gorham State College Con- 
tract. The major portion of the accounts receivable had been 


‘ received at audit date. 


Taxes receivable totaling $101,903.16 represented principally 
current year accounts of $96,910.41. The remaining balance of 
$4,992.75 was for prior years’ accounts dating from 1963. Tax 
liens and tax acquired property amounted to $14,323.66 and 


$3,767.97 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS .. . Unexpend- 
ed departmental balances of $105,805.21 are carried forward to 
the ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements and/or 


customary practice. 


DEBT FUND ...The debt fund of $439,000.00 represents out- 
standing school construction bonds maturing during the ensuing 


nine years. 


RESERVE AND TRUST FUNDS .. . The capital reserve 


fund of $102,282.32 for Municipal Building construction was on 
deposit in the Gorham Savings Bank. 


The trust fund principals amounted to $98,476.16 and unex- 
pended income of $39,380.06. These funds are invested in U. S. 
Treasury Bonds, time deposits, bank stock and share savings. 


GENERAL 


Transfers from surplus for various current operations and 
capital purposes were authorized by the town council.

Gorham’s first known library was incorporated early in the year 1831. 
Daniel C. Emery was its first President and Eben Preble was the first 
secretary and librarian. 


Early libraries were maintained in private homes in the village and 
at North Gorham. The first Library Association had a collection of 
1,000 volumes in the rear of the office of Judge Waterman, the building 
now used for Town Offices. 


On August 7, 1907, James Phinney Baxter addressed a letter to 
Frederick Robie, in which he stated, “I will erect a stone or brick build- 
ing of character on lot recently purchased of Mrs. Mayo, and will put 
the house now standing there in good repair and donate both buildings 
with lot if the town will keep them insured, maintained, and used as a 
public library—the new building and museum for such relics of the past 
as seem proper.” 


That same week a meeting was called by the townspeople, at which | 


they unanimously voted to accept the gift. It was decided that the library 
would be dedicated to Elihu Baxter, a prominent doctor in Gorham for 
almost twenty years. He was at one time owner of the house that is now 
Baxter Museum. 


Dedication exercises were held in the Congregational Church on 
September 23, 1908. Prof. Henry L. Chapman of Bowdoin College gave 
the literary address of the occasion and Hon. James Phinney Baxter 
presented the keys to the library to William F. Pillsbury, Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Gorham. 


Percival Proctor Baxter, son of James Phinney Baxter, died on June 
12, 1969 and among his many bequests were included the sum of 
$25,000.00 to be used for the general purposes of the Baxter Memorial 
Library; also the grandfather clock from the Proctor family, for the en- 
trance hall of the library, where it is now prominently displayed. 


The library today contains 15,000 volumes and serves the Town of 
Gorham, and in return for a $2.00 membership fee, residents of surround- 
ing communities may use the facilities. It is operated under the direction 
of Mrs. Laura Whitten, librarian and a nine-member Board of Trustees.

To the Honorable Town Council and Citizens of Gorham: 


The year 1970 saw a great deal of activity and new develop- 
ment in the Town of Gorham. 


There are in the Town Government, including the Town 
Council and School Committee, thirteen various boards, com- 
missions and agencies. Twenty persons were either elected or 
appointed to positions with these groups in 1970. 


In community development, an industrial park comprising 
approximately one hundred twenty acres on the Bartlett Road 
was proposed by the Gorham Development Council, with the 
cooperation of the Town Council and the Greater Portland 
Building Fund, Inc. This is the first such development in Gor- 
ham and will provide a substantial broadening of Gorham’s 
tax base. 


The Great Falls Bridge in North Gorham, built in the 1800’s, 
is being replaced by a modern bridge structure which is a sig- 
nificant improvement to the area. The towns of Gorham and 
Windham, Cumberland County and the State of Maine are 
sharing in the cost of the new bridge. 


in an attempt to improve service and protection of the 
townspeople, the Public Works Department undertook its own 
snow plowing program this season. The work performed by 
the department has been highly acclaimed. 


Significant also has been the dedication and service performed 
by the Rescue Squad. The Squad consists of twenty-one men, 
who have given hundreds of hours on call and on actual duty, 
without compensation. 
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_ Gorham, once again, has a comprehensive health nursing 
| program. The Westbrook District Nursing Association 1s co- 
| operating with ‘Gorham in providing school, home and com- 
| munity nursing programs. 


Gorham’s valuation in 1970 was $33,803,837.00, an increase 
| of $650,809.00 over 1969. Our tax rate of .0348 mills was a 
substantial increase in 1970 and reflects an obvious higher cost 
of government and school functions to meet the needs and re- 
quests of our townspeople. All financial obligations of the town 
were successfully met. 


While reflecting upon the past year, we should also look 
ahead to the future of Gorham. 


Gorham is a growing community with a 1970 population of 
7,839, a one-third increase since 1960. 


It is my opinion that the future will bring upon Gorham a 
definite crisis for the necessary capital improvements, Le., water 
line extensions, sewerage, highways and municipal buildings. 


We should now prepare ourselves with sound community 
planning, broader tax base, and by retrieving to the local level 
of government additional revenues from state and federal 
income taxes. All of this can be accomplished by an interested 
and active participation by our townspeople. 


The capable manner in which Gorham was governed and 
developed during the past year is the result of cooperation and 
dedication on the parts of all persons serving the town and I. 
wish to express my most sincere appreciation for their efforts.

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Fire Department Report 


To the Citizens of Gorham: 


During this year we were fortunate to have had training 
under the direction of State Fire Instructor Stephen Hasson 
of the Portland Fire Dept. The training consisted of 141 hours 
on ground ladders and 123 hours on aerial ladders with 32 
men participating. A ‘Tactics School was also held with a total 
of 228 hours given. Twenty men put in a total of 120 hours 
in Forestry Training at Central Fire Station. 


Gorham Village responded to a total of 79 calls broken down 
in the following categories: 9 buildings, 15 automobiles and 
trucks, 6 chimney fires, 15 grass and woods, 3 dump fires, 3 
false alarms, 5 oil burners, 5 standby-Westbrook, 1 assist-Little 
Falls, 1 assist-Standish, 14 miscellaneous and 2 Task Force. 


There was a total of twenty-three calls in Little Falls which 
included 5 buildings, 2 chimney fires, 6 grass, 1 car fire, 5 mis- 
cellaneous and 4 assists to Gorham Central. 


Two chimney fires, 1 grass, 1 misc. and 2 assists to Gorham 
Central were answered by the White Rock Company. 


North Gorham had two calls both being grass fires. 


West Gorham Company since acquiring the 2,100 gallon 
tank truck answers all calls in their territory along with the 
Village Companies. , | 

Burning permits are required for all outside burning except ~ 
in an approved incinerator. Permits for approved incinerators 
should also be obtained. 

Once again the department and I wish to thank everyone for 
their support and cooperation this past year.

The officer on the beat must 
be a journeyman of many trades—an on-the-spot doctor, 
plumber, or baby-sitter. Today’s enforcement officer is ex- 
pected to have multifarious ability, explicit judgment, and 
an unshakable temperament. He performs on a public stage. 
The audience is ‘live’; every observer is a critic. There can 

be no retakes of his efforts nor pretaped performances. He 
is second-guessed, ridiculed, abused, cursed, assaulted, and 
sometimes murdered. But when he leads a small, lost tot 
from a dense, wooded area to the arms of a joyously weep- 
ing mother, his is a rewarding and satisfying service.” 


During the year 1970 two patrolmen completed police basic~ 
training schools. One school was held for four weeks at Camp 
Keyes in Augusta. The other was a six week school held at the 
Mens Correctional Center in South Windham. 


A long range plan for the upgrading of law enforcement in 
the Town of Gorham was completed and presented to the 
Council by a Police Administrative Intern, who worked for the 
department for ten weeks during the summer. Monies obtained 
through the Safe Streets Act were used to finance the project. 
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Personnel problems constituted a nightmare during the year, 
as we had the highest personnel turnover since the department 
has been in existence. Four patrolmen left the department for 
various reasons. Three went to other departments and the fourth 
left law enforcement. 


We need the support of the citizens, the Council, the Man- | 
ager, and every law abiding citizen if we are to continue to do |

The members of the Gorham Rescue Squad wish to express 
their appreciation to the Citizens of the Town for their accep- 
tance and support of the Squad. Their support has enabled the 
Squad to become one of the finest and most efficient rescue units 
in the state. 


With the help of donations from individuals and organizations 
as well as the town appropriation the Squad is acquiring equip- 


ment and supplies necessary to handle all types of emergency: 


rescue work. 


Mutual-Aid agreements have been set up with surrounding 
towns so that all individuals are assured of having the service 
available even if two or more calls are received simultaneously. 


During the 1970 calendar year, your Rescue Squad answered 
177 calls, and out of the 177 calls; 184 patients were transported 
and treated at various hospitals.

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Some of the emergency situations encountered have involved 
sickness including heart attacks, stroke, shock, seizures, hemor- 
rhage, and accidents involving automobile, motorcycle, snow- 
mobile, farm machinery, and construction and heavy equipment. 
There have been poisoning victims and victims of home acci- 
dents who have been transported to the hospitals by the unit. 


During the coming year direct radio communications are to 
be set up between the Rescue Units and the Maine Medical 
Center and Osteopathic Hospital to help bring more medical 
knowledge to the scene of each emergency and while en route 
to the hospital.

To the Citizens of Gorham: 


With the drafting of the 1970 Public Works budget, the Coun- 
cil and the Town Manager decided to purchase equipment and 
plow the compact sections of the Town. A Model 400 John 
Deere tractor-backhoe unit with sweeper broom and mowing 
machine was purchased. We then purchased an FWD heavy 
duty snowplow and an R200 International complete with plow 
and wing from the State Highway Commission. Next, we had 
a new 2010A series truck with sander and snowplow delivered 
from the International Harvester Company. 


The spring and summer works project went rather well. We 
tarred 28.9 miles of road and completed the Libby Avenue 
project. We hope to surface and tar this in the early summer 


oOmloAl, 


In August, the Council advertised bids for snowplowing the 
town roads. The Council did not accept the bids and voted to 
purchase equipment and plow all of the town ways except the 
portion plowed by the State Highway Commission. 


Through the splendid cooperation of Mr. Raymond Vigue 
and others of the Motor Transport Division of the State High- 
way Commission, we were able to buy six more trucks—all 
equipped with plows, wings and some other attachments used 
in a winter works program. Also, we were put on the list for a 
grader. At the writing of this report, we have had the grader 
delivered to us. It is an Austin Western heavy duty machine 
equipped with a hydraulic snow wing and other attachments. 


In early December we plowed our first storm and continued on 
to plow several more and remove the snow from the compact 
areas plus plowing of school yards, snow dumps, the fire house 
yards and village sidewalks. All in all, the program has worked 
out very well and with the addition of one more four-wheel 
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drive plowing unit as a back up in heavy snows, the department 
would-have an adequate fleet. 


Much has been accomplished in 1970 and the Public Works 
Department has expanded very rapidly. Many have contributed 
to the efforts that have made this growth possible. I wish to 


express my appreciation to the Town Council, ‘Town Manager’s 
office staff and crew for the assistance and support they have 
afforded me.

MARTHA ROBIE PARK COMMISSION 


The Gorham Summer Recreation Program operated for eight 
weeks in 1970 with an enrollment of 234 at Robie Park and 172 
at Little Falls. Activities of the program were under the direc- 
tion of Peter F. Bastow, who was engaged as Recreation Direc- 
tor by the Robie Park Commission and the Presumpscot Valley 
Association. Mr. Bastow was assisted at Robie Park by three 
counselors selected by him and paid in part by the Park Com- 
mission with assistance from the Federal Government under 


the Work Study Program. 


Activities provided included basket weaving, coloring, paint- 
ing, sculpturing, and other arts and crafts by the younger parti- 
cipants, plus baseball, softball, volleyball, badminton, archery, 
basketball, horseshoes, and others for the older children. Weekly 
swimming at Sebago Lake State Park was the most popular 
activity for all ages. 


The Commission, through its director, also supervised and 
supported the Little League Baseball Program run by the Jay- 
cees. By providing umpires and purchasing equipment the Com- 
mission was able to leave the J.C. members free to devote their 
energies to coaching and scheduling of league games. This pro- 
gram also includes teams from Little Falls and White Rock 
which seem to be the centers of some excellent talent. 


Improvements to the park grounds in 1970 included the 
erection of a new backstop, the realignment of the ball diamond, 
the replacement and repair of playground equipment and pic- 


nic tables, and the installation of concrete culverts for the young- 


sters to crawl through. 


The plans for 1971 are to employ the same Director and a 
similar staff of three counselors and to expand the activities 
offered by providing more swimming, basketball and baseball 
instruction. 


We, the Commission, should like to thank you for the ex- 
cellent support you have given us in the past years and hope 
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that our efforts and program have been of the quality which 
you and the citizens of Gorham feel you can again subsidize.

The stalwart giants of the Elm family, not a few of which 
have told their age on the stump to be over 100 years old, have 
fast succumbed to the tiny, fungus-carrying beetle. The end is 
not in sight; neither is the cure. The disease is spread under- 
ground from root to root, inside the bark, and from the tops. 


The greatest spreaders of the disease is from privately-owned 
trees—along the river banks—in swamps and fields, and in the 
wild where money to remove them will never be forthcoming. 


474 trees were removed by experts in 1970. Also there were 
143 trees felled by the town maintenance crew, making a total 
of 617 dead trees removed. 71 of these were hauled away by 
Barden’s State crew, a saving of over $2,000.00. 


The new-tree program was very successful and much appre- 
ciated as we planted 140.

EDUCATIONAL OBSERVATION 


Basic skills are necessary but pupils need to learn far more 
than the basic skills. For children who may still be in the labor 
force in the year 2030, nothing could be more wildly impractical 
than an education designed to prepare.them for specific voca- 
tions or professions. 


To be practical an education should prepare them for work 
that does not yet exist and whose nature cannot be imagined. 
This can be done only by teaching people how to learn and by 
creating an atmosphere that stimulates a desire to learn. Edu- 
cation should prepare people not just to earn a living but to 
live a useful, creative, humane and empathic life. 
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Schools should provide a liberal humanizing kind of educa- 
tion in order to turn out men and women who are capable of 
educating their families and themselves. 


To educate oneself means that one has both the desire and 
the capacity to learn, and be able to “dig out” what he wants 
to know. He must also have the capacity to judge what is worth 
learning. It also means that he can think for himself, so that 
he is not dependent on the opinions of others. 


It has been stated that: “education is the acquisition of the 
art of the utilization of knowledge and a well informed man 
is a useless bore.” 


Assuming the above observations to be reasonably true, then 
it is imperative that every teacher must provide the opportunity 
for a pupil to “think,” not just regurgitate meaningless facts. 
Education is gradually moving from the stiff formal classroom 
to a more humane and meaningful atmosphere. The elements 


of “change” take time and can be mentally painful but cannot 
be avoided. 


In closing, I should like to thank the members of the school 
committee for their understanding and support, the citizens of 
the town for their cooperation and the teachers for their loyalty.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial con- 
cern. Count of cash was made and records checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recorded transactions. Cash accounts were 
verified by reconciliation of statements furnished by the deposi- 
tory and/or bank confirmation. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as dis- 
bursements and bank charges. Vouchers and canceled checks 
were examined on a selective basis. Excise tax collections and 
other revenue were checked to pertinent records. The minutes 
of the Council meetings, as recorded by the town clerk, were 
reviewed as they pertained to financial matters. Trust and re- 
serve funds were reviewed and investments verified. Surety 
bond coverage was examined. 


COMMENTS 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The current year’s operations showed a net unexpended de- 
partmental balance of $140,459.17 lapsed to surplus, per the 


following summary: 


Departmental Accounts:

Overdrafts $593 ALO 
Net Unexpended Balance ; $140,459.17 


Revenue derived from excise and supplemental taxes, the 
overlay and on various unexpended balances, particularly in 
the Millett School alterations, administration and interest ac- 
counts less tax abatements and overdrafts in public works ac- 
counts were the major factors contributing to the amount lapsed 
to surplus. 
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The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 
cial statements: 7 


ASSETS .... The cash balance of $161,785.56 was on de- 
posit in the Canal National Bank, Gorham, Maine at December 
31, 1970. The balances used in reconciling this amount were 
confirmed by the depository. 


Accounts receivable of $15,137.12 included for the most part 
funds due from the state for town road improvement and wel- 
fare purposes. Approximately 80% of this amount had been 
collected at time of audit. 


Taxes receivable totaled $103,162.44 of which $96,024.33 
represented current year accounts. The remaining balance of 
$7,138.11 was for prior years accounts dating from 1963. Tax 
liens and tax acquired property amounted to $20,911.62 and 
$2,177.04 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS .... The gen- 
eral fund liabilities included accounts payable of $19,270.65 and 
a short term loan of $12,454.95 for snow plowing equipment. 


The departmental accounts showed unexpended balances of 
$86,177.76 carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance 
with legal requirements and council orders. 


The unappropriated surplus of $195,727.68 reflects an in- 
crease of $15,984.30 for the year. This increase was occasioned 
principally by the net unexpended departmental balances lapsed » 
less transfers for a reduction of the tax levy and to current 
operating accounts. 


DEBT FUND. ... ‘The debt fund incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstanding school construc- 
tion bonds of $384,000.00. ‘These obligations mature during the 


ensuing seven years. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS .... The trust fund prin- 
cipals were $121,752.39 and unexpended income was $41,286.07
